Washington, Feb. 23.— Concerned at 
the report cf the disaster that had over- 
taken Consul-Genera] Wildman. the 
state department addressed a, telegram 
to United States Despatch Agent Cop- 
per, at San Francisco, asking for such 
information ns might be had. To-day 
the reply was received: "San Francisco, 
Feb. 23.— Rio sunk a few minutes aftei 
striking; over one hundred missing. Con 
sul-General Wildman and family have 
undoubtedly perished." Seven nppli 
cations already have' been filed at the 
state department for the Hongkong con- 
sulate. 



CHINESE ATTACK GERMANS. 
But Driven Back After a Hard Fight. 

Tien Tsin, Feb. 23. — Several imperial 
Chinese troops attacked 50 German/, 
west of Pao Ting Pti on February 21. 
The Germans were hnrd pressed, fought 
n rear action and eventually drove the 
Chinese buck. The Germans had one 
man killed and seven wounded. It is 
estimated that the Chinese lost 200 in 
killed and wounded. 

Lu Ha Houau, the Chinese minister 
to Germany, has returned to Berlin from 
The Hague, and has resumed his duties 
tit the legation. 

Hen 1 Cordes, the 'interpreter of the 
German legation at Pekin, who was with 
the late Baron von Wettelcr when he 
to killed, and who was severely 
wounded, is now in Berlin, after spend- 
ing a long leave of absence in recuper- 
ating on the Riviera. Several bullets 
were extracted from his body here. He 
has nearly recovered his health. 

Official circles declare that the fears 
which are expressed in Washington that 
Germany's claims for indemnity against 
China will be excessive are groundless. 
The amount bits not yet been determined 
upon, but nn examination of the claims 
is going on.

TARIFF WAR. 

Germany and the Threats of Russia 
Being Discussed. 

Berlin, Feb. 23. — The two Russian 
Hf-riii-offlcial declarations amounting to 
the threat of n vigorous tariff war if 
Germany, tinder agrarian pressure, 
should persist in laying heavy import 
duties upon foreign agricultural imports, 
have been the chief topics of public dis- 
cussion by the government organs and 
the agrarian and anti-agrarian press. 
The Nation to-day contains a remark- 
able article on the subject by Dr. Barth, 
the leader of the Freissinlng Volks 
party, reviewing Russia's economic rela- 
tions with Germany and the United 
States, and saying: "The present Russo- 
Amerienn tariff war is of a temporary 
nature, since Russia is seriously and 
systematically working to establish the 
closest relations with the United States, 
not only commercially but fiscally; but 
assuming the position Germany has here- 
tofore occupied, this forms an inherent 
pnrt of Russia's policy. It is not only 
Do Witte's policy, but the policy of the 
whole government." 

These statements, it is asserted, are 
based on inside information. Privy 
Councillor Timirinseff, of the Russian 
embassy in Berlin, made to-day state- 
ments to the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press which substantially agree 
with the above. M. Timiriasoff cor- 
roborated the statement that the article 
which created such a sensation here 
emanated direct from M. De Witto, anil 
said that the commercial treaty with 
Germany was concluded because tier- 
many sensibly reduced the duties upoi 
Russian cereals. If the duties wer 
now largely increased, including dutie 
upon cattle, meat and cgirs, the whol* 
basis of Itusso-Gcrmnn relations would 
be changed, these from the papers now 
in actual tariff war, but in a treaty not 
much better than a tariff war. 



Provincial Full Court Holds Pro- 
hibition Bill Is Ultra 
Vires.

It Interferes With Trade 
and Commerce of the 
Dominion. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 23.— The Full Court 
judges to-day handed out their judg- 
ments on the Manitoba liquor or prohi- 
bition act, passed by the legislature last 
session. Chief Justice Killam, Justice 
Bain and Justice Richards are unani- 
mous in tho judgments declaring the 
act unconstitutional. 

Tho court holds that the power of the 
province to pass legislation does not 
come within the subsection of section 
02 of the British North America Act, 
which gives the province tho power to 
legislate in regard to property and civil 
rights. 

The court discussed at great length 
the question as to whether the province 
had power under subsection 16 of the 
above act, which gives to the province 
tho power to pass legislation in regard 
to matters of a purely loea.l and private 
nature within the province. 

The court held that the enactments 
contained in the liquor prohibition act 
were more than matters of a purely lo- 
ci and private nature, that interfered 
with matters of trade and commerce 
which concerned the Dominion at large, 
and in this way infringed upon the pow- 
ers of the Dominion in regard to trade 
and commerce. The act was therefore 
declared unconstitutional and void. 

Their Lordships did not think it. ne- 
cessary to consider whether or not the 
Hudson's Kay Company have any spe- 
cial rights or privileges under their deed 
Of surrender.

Dominion Government Will Establish 
One at Vancouver. 

Vancouver, Feb'. 23. — (Special) — The 
Province has a special from Ottawa an- 
nouncing that, a government assay office 
will be established here, under Mr. W. 
Pellew-Hurvey, similar to the one at 
Seattle, for the purchase of gold. 

The above despatch was shown Mr. 
Harvey, who happened to be in Victoria 
last evening, and he said that, while he 
had no olllciai intimation of the decision 
of the government, he had understood, 
the appointment was on the cards, as 
several representations hud been made 
to the government on the importance of 
the proposed assay and purchasing office, 
lie had made no official or formal appli- 
cation, but some months ago ho had inti- 
mated to the Minister of Finance that 
ho would be prepared to make tho 
necessary changes In his establishment 
at Vancouver when the government 
were ready to take up the matter. 

Mr. Harvey has been olllciai assayer 
for the provincial government at Van- 
couver for some time, and has a most 
complete plant. 

Mr. Pellew-ITarvey said in reply to a 
query respecting tho establishment of :v 
mint, in connection with- tho purchasing 
office, that ho really was in the dark us 
to the intentions of the government, 
oven on the establishment of the assay 
office. lie thought, however, that it 
was only a fair assumption that tho 
gold once purchased would be turned 
into coin by the government. Ho was,- 
of course, not in a position to state any- 
thing on that important' point.

It was 
thought they would cross the continent, 
landing at Victoria and visit leading 
points in British Columbia and the Ter- 
ritories; but such does not now appear 
to be the case. Col. Prior will likely 
bring the matter up in the house, with 
a view to securing such s desirable ob- 
ject. 

Mgr. Fnlconio. papal delegato here, 
has no advice that he is to be transfer- 
red to Washington, but it is generally 
believed that the news ds correct. 

The Liberal presj says the government 
will not bring down any proposal tlii 
session to increase the members' indent 
uity. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, owing to pressure 
of public business, to-day refused an in- 
vitation to attend tile Canadian Club 
dinner in New York.

London, Feb. 23.— Mr. Brodriek, tho 
secretary for war, and Mr. Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, are trying to ar- 
range with the Canadian government for 
the establishment in Canada of perma- 
nent recruiting depots for the British 
army. In order to prevent the political 
feeling which such steps might engender 
in tho Dominion, it has been suggested 
that a new Canadian regiment bo estab- 
lished. 

The negotiations between the Earl ofj 
Minto, tho governor-general of Canada, 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian 
premier, and tho officials in London, are 
still in progress, without definite results. 

Thanks to the excellent record of the 
Canadian contingents in South Africa, it 
is believed they constitute an element 
very necessary in the army; and while 
the needs of tho local Canadian forces 
are not being overlooked, it is hoped that 
a permanent supply of Canadians for 
waging Great Britain's wars will event- 
ually be secured. 

King Edward boarded a train at 
Charing Cross station at 10 o'clock to- 
night for Port Victoria, where he will 
embark on the Toynl yacht Victoria and 
Albert, for Flushing, en route for Cron- 
berg, whither he goes to pay a visit to 
the Empress Dowager Frederick. His 
Majesty wore the service uniform of an 
admiral of tho fleet. He was accom- 
panied only by Sir Francis Linking, Cap- 
tain Ponsonby and Captain Welch, for- 
merly commnnder of tho royal yacht. 

Though tho drive from Marlborough 
House to the station was made without 
nn escort, tho route was lined with 
people, who cheered vociferously. For 
the first time since the accession of the 
King, His Majesty seemed himself 
again, bowing and smiling on every side. 
Many of tho spectators exclaimed, "The 
same old Prince," as His Majesty's ap- 
pearance once more appealed to the 
crowd as the jovial prince of former 
years. 

The royal yacht is under orders to sail 
at G o'clock to-morrow morning. She 
will bo escorted by the cruisers Ausf 
tralia and Severn. No guard of honor 
will be mounted, nor will any salutes be 
fired upon her departure from Port 
Victoria. 

The foreign office, though satisfied ■ 
with what it is pleased to consider tho 
immediate result of Count von Wnlder- 
see's action, regards tho Chinese back- 
down with some suspicion. The officials 
here believe it would be far better rnr 
Count von Waldersee not to withdraw 
his orders for the expedition, and hold 
it over the head of tho Chinese until 
their professed mission materializes, 

Nothing but tho vaguest tentative 
suggestions have 'been received by the 
government in regard to what is gener- 
ally termed here as "America's new 
note." A reporter of the Associated 
Press has boon officially informed that 
Great Britain has not_ agreed io uny 
new concessions in China, nor is the 
foreign office yet in possession of details 
of such suggestions. A reiteration of 
the open-door policy would meet with 
Lord Salisbury's approval, but any sug- 
gestions going beyond that would meet 
with a doubtful reception, unless Ger- 
many's r"»«->nt previously has been 
secured.

Berlin, Feb. 23.— Before the diet bud- 
get committee, Dr.Studt, minister of -?-u- 
ucntion, to-day made an announcement, 
in regard to the extent of the study of 
the English language, which is to be in- 
troduced into the classical schools and 
so called gymnasiums. From these 
statements it is plain that English will 
find n small place in the studies and will 
not be obligatory. In any case it will 
bo taught only in tho highest classes. 
No delegate spoke against the proposi- 
tion.

Opinion That Undue Haste Was 
Made to Reach Port in 
a hog. 

What !s Believed to be an Ac- 
curate List of Lost and 
Saved. 



San FVonciiCO, Fob. 23.— > So far as 
can be ascertained from reliable data, 
one hundred and twenty-eight lives 
were lost in the wreck of the. Pacific 
man steamer City of Rio de Janeiro. 
Some fishermen early t.Uits morniufi fouud 
u packet containing the papers of Pur- 
ser Roo/iey, among which was the pas- 
senger list and a bunch of cancelled pas- 
senger tickets, and as there were no 
names on the list whose cancelled pas- 
senger tickets did not appear among 
'those recovered, it is assumed that they 
laid over either at Yokohama. Kobe or 
Honolulu. That they were not on the 
vassal at the time she went down is cer- 
tain , 

Thus far only eleven bodies have been 
■recovered, six whites, tour Chinese and 
one Japanese. Three whites are Julin 
Docd, aged u."> years, stewardess; Angel- 
iue CVussino; Edward Barwick, aged 3n 
years; Mr». Alfred Hart; Mrs. Sarah VV. 
Wakefield, aged 50 (the remn/ins of her 
daughter are still missing); Cluu-les )>>- 
well, attorney and capitalist. 

Surveyor of the port Spear has estab- 
lished a patrol along the ocoan near Ba- 
ker beach, a.nd along the bay shore in- 
Btde Fort Point. Thus far his men 
have picked up four mail bags, one of 
these near Baker's, and the other near 
the Fort Point life saving station. The 
surveyor has given orders that all fish- 
ing boats must report at the customs 
house. All bodies brought in by them 
and nil wreckage and flotsam picked up 
by fishermen must lie accounted for to 
the officers of the barge office,. In this 
way it is thought that looting of mail 
bags and trunks may be stopped. Among 
o tiler effects picked up by fishermen was 
Oho box containing Cnpt. Ward's papers. 

The value of the cargo of the Rio de 
.Taniuro is estimated at from :?,'{00,000 to 
$600,000. Among some papers found 
floating near the scene of the disaster 
was a copy of the manifest, showing all 
the consignees with the exception of the 
Chinese firms. The consignees whose 
names can be read are as follows: S. 
L. Jones, Anglo-California n bank, Bal- 
four, Guthrie & Co.. M. F. Brandsteiu 
& Co., London & San Francisco bank, 
Parrott & Co., Geo. Haley. Gulf Bag 
Co., Detome Bros., Bauld & Jardine and 
the American Trading Company. 

The cargo consisted principally of silk, 
> tea and other Oriental products. No 
treasure aboard as at first reported. 

Of the 200 sacks of mail carried by 
the Rio only 12 have come to the sur- 
face, j. „. 

San Francisco, Feb. 23.— The Call to- 
day, basing its figures on a statement of 
the Pacific Mail Steamship officials, says 
that 122 persons perished. The Chron- 
icle gives the number at 128, and the 
Examiner states thar 111 en.nnnt be ac- 
counted for. 

R. P. Schwerin, vice-president and 
general manager of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co., in discussing the loss of 
the Rio do Janeiro, said he thought the 
blame was due to Cnpt. Ward in bring- 
ing his vessel in during a fog. "Time 
and again," said Mr. Schwerin, " we 
have warned our captains never to leave 
or enter port during a fog. It is 
erroneous to think that when a pilot 
hoards a vessel, the captain has no re- 
sponsibility. A pilot is simply a guide 
for a captain. 

u '"'ie statements made to me by Pilot 
•Tor' a indicate that there was a fog 
hai :'ig around the Meads, and I thin!; 
thai 'indue haste was shown by the cap- 
tain in bringing his vessel in. 1 cannot 
undi rstand why there should have been 
so much haste shown, considering 
the vessel lny outside all night. Cnpt. 
Ward was n careful officer, and 1 
learn thnt when be reached Honolulu 
with the Rio he waited outside the bar 
for 11 hours rather than take any 
chances in the rough weather. 

"Of course, he is not here to speak. 
I wish he were, for he was on.' of mir 
best officers. He was brought up in our 
service, and we all feci deeply over Ins 
loss and those of his comrades.'' 

No attempt has been made to place the 
blame for the disaster, but the Pacific 
Mail Company's ofllcinls state that the 
pilot was subject to the orders of the 
captain, -who went down with (he ship. 

The wreck of the Rio. which for .a 
while hung on fl pinnacle of the rock 
where she struck iii the Golden Hate, so 
that the upper parts were visible, has 
slid cilT into deep water, and is now en- 
tirely out of sight. 

Fort Point, opposite which Pilot Jor- 
dan claims the vessel struck, marks the 
narrowest point of the entrance to the 
bay, and is usually given a wide berth 
by mariners. The tide here runs high, 
and at times has a swirling motion. Off 
Fort Point lie several sunken rocks, 
forming a dangerous lodge on the south- 
erly edge of the Fairway channel of the 
Golden Gate, but close under the shore 
there is a light on top of the fort, and 
a fog bell, but the latter cannot he 
heard far when a westerly wind is blow- 
ing. 

Pilot Cnpt. Jordan has been a master 
mariner on this const for over twenty 
years. TTo came from the Atlantic 
Const. Previous to being appointed a 
pilot, about twelve years ago, Jordan 
was in command of the Wellington, the 
Bristol and other coal vessels plying be- 
tween this port and Vancouver Island. 
Ho was ii remarkably successful navi- 
gator, and never before hud any notable 
misfortune. 

Jordan declares that the loss of the 
steamer could not be foreseen. Accord- 
ing to his story, the vessel drifted half a 
mile broadside in the fog that enveloped 
the home-bound steamer like a pall, and 
no man could have judged either the 
direction or the velocity of the invisible 
current thnt changed her course and 
sent her on the Fort Point ledge. 

The steamship company estimate that 
of the Chinese crew. lit! were drowned. 

Since 1S00 the Rio had several acci- 
dents. During the rmst 50 years the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Compnny have 
lost 10 of their fleet. The foundering of 
the Rio de Janeiro did not result in the 
greatest loss of life, as 200 of. the 300 



passengers on the Golden Gate were 
lost off the coast of Mexico in 1802; 
while -UK) Chinese were lost in the wreck 
of the steamer Japan off the Chinese 
coast in the early seventies.

Asked for an expression of opinion up- 
on the ore mining industry in the prov- 
ince, Mr. Walters said: 

"The subject is too eloquent In its pos- 
sibilities for more than a generalization 
nt this time, but the fact is that never 
before was so great an opportunity pre- 
sumed for the province to take its posi- 
tion as one of the great independent ore 
producers of the world.

Because at this 
time Ibe ore output of mines of the pro- 
vince is carried south info the States or 
east via the national railway to ultim- 
ately the same destination, nn Ameri- 
can smelting and refining centre, not a 
ton of the product of middle, southern 
or eastern British Columbia mines com- 
ing to the natural point for final treat- 
ment, the Pacific Coast — British Colum- 
bian cities. What is the result? Every 
ton of crude, concentrated (by water) or 
matted smelting ore, exported from the 
province ,in either of the forms stated, 
carries with it, just a.s surely as though 
given by legislative enactment, a bonus 
of $14 to $24 per ton to the foreign car- 
rier, foreign smelter, foreign refiner, for- 
eign converter into merchantable forms 
and foreign town or city nt Which is is 
finally treated, which sum could and 
should be retained in the province for 
eiiuitable division among local carriers, 
local smelters, local refiners, local con- 
verters (if the latter term be permiss- 
ible), local coal and coke producers, lo- 
cal merchants, local laborers, local gen- 
eral supply producers. 

"Tills statement is incontrovertible 
ami what is the natural and therefore 
inevitable result? 'Hie minimum of ad- 
vantage resulting from mine wage dis- 
tribution remains in the province, while 
the maximum values contained in British 
Columbia ores go to the upbuilding of 
the Omaha's. Denver's, Kansas Cities, 
Aurora's, Baltimore's and Newark's in 
the United States and the Mausea's of 
Europe, while British Columbia and 
e-veni more easterly Canadian cities stand 
still, or nt least make such slow pro- 
gress as is possible anywhere from the 
stimulus generated by purely agricultur- 
al, commercial! and other ordinary pur- 
suits. Why should this be? Every one 
who has seen lit to inform himself knows 
that of all the God-given natural capabil- 
ities possessed by any land, none under 
friendly and intelligent utilization add 
so quickly, generously and permanently 
to the wealth per capita and to the gen- 
eral prosperity of every line of collateral 
trade and industry as does ore mining 
and ore work. And who will uver that 
the mineral resources of British Colum- 
bia are not already demonstrated, al- 
though as yet comparatively untouched, 
to be the peer of those possessed by any 
country on the continent? Why then 
Khould the natural wealth of the prov- 
ince continue to be diverted in the man- 
ner stated to the enrichment of other 
lands. Do not the waters which carry 
the commerce of the world lave the 
shores of the province? I toes not a 
gr. .it transcontinental railway traverse 
the province and are not its feeders con- 
structed, under construction or protected 
in the v.urious directions in which the 
promise of justifiable traffic is sufficient- 
ly defined? Are not the British Co'um- 
binn coast, fuel, flux, labor ami food 
supplies equal to all of the demands of 
the great ore 11111110),' industries that will 
be upbuilt when British Columbia ores 
can be treated at home? What then is 
requisite to the speedy bringing about 
of the happy condition when the pimple 
■ ■I' the province will be enriched by their 
own natural wealth? The natural re- 
sponse is capital sufficient not only to 
establish the necessary pln.nt, but to car- 
ry tlu> finished products to the various 
places of consumption, and where is 
this to lie had? As the result of over 
fourteen months incessn.nl correspond- 
ence with mining and ore working cap- 
italists throughout Enrope and America, 
a number of the principal operators, in 
the world being included, I knew that 
capital equal to operations upon a scale 
that will permit the retention within 
boundaries of the province of every pen- 
ny of the costs entering into the con- 
version of our crude ores into merchant- 
able forms available when two vital 
questions ecu be satisfactorily answered 
the first being: 

"Is the disposition of the British Co- 
lumbia government favorable to the ore 
minting and ore working industry, and is 
its policy stable, so that capital may be 
invested in the business with asiiriwieo 
that legislative conditions existing at 
the time of investment will not he ab- 
ruptly and frequently changed?

These are ques- 
tions which only government and the 
railway operators can determine, but 
until satisfactorily nmswered t.tie British 
Columbian ore mining industry will lan- 
guish and the greater values extrncted 
will go to the enrichment of the people 
of other lands. Of course 'Rome was 
not built in <r. day.' and existing nlwta- 
cles cannot all bo removed at once, but 
n beginning tin tlho right direction will be 
followed by such encouraging results 
that the desired cud will be speedily at- 
tained. A long step in this direction 
will, it lis hoped 1 , be taken by th" gov- 
ernment >at the present session in the 
way of removal of the greatest source of 
complaint from mine operators against 
the two per cent, tax nn the mineral out- 
put, by exemption therefrom of an 
amount representing the estimated aver- 
age cost of mining per ton"

Struck on the 

Same Rock 



Vessel Lost Ten Years Ago Where 
Rio de Janeiro Went 
Down. 



Life Saving Apparatus Invented 
by Captain Archibald- 
Double Service. 



The Rio Janeiro is not tljo first ship 
that has come to grief on Mile rock. 
'About ton yours ago the Frank Jones, 
an American deep-water ship, struck it 
and went down. She was standing in- 
shore, blindly feeling her way through 
the fog, p.nd those who recall the disas- 
ter say that the circumstances attend- 
ing it were nbout the same as those of 
tho RJo's loss, with, however, a far less 
number of casualties. 

Tho Rio's resting place is about half a 
milo from the shore, a mile to the south- 
ward of tho North head and a mile and 
a half to the south and west of Fort 
Point. The tide's ebb or ilood has a 
southerly set in this bight, anil this was 
what put tho steamer in with the land. 
On the north shore there is a northerly 
sot quite as strong, and it was this that 
caught the City of New York and piled 
her high and dry under North head. 

Tho City of Rio de Janeiro was an 
5ron steamer or !i,54S gross tonnage and 
2 275 net. She was built by .1. Roach 
&'Son at Chester, Pa., in 1S7S. The 
vessel was owned by tho I acme Mail 
Steamship Company, and has been in 
the Oriental service since. She sailed 
from Hongkong for Snn Francisco on 
January 22. 

Cnpt. Jordan, the rescued pilot who 
was on her when she was lost, is well 
known to local shipping men, having 
been on the steamer Wellington for 
some time as pilot. 

Of her lost passengers, Mr. Seymour, 
editor of the Manila American, visited 
Victoria two years ago, arriving here on 
one of the Empress liners. 

Consul Roimsavine Wildman, also 
among the missing, was a In-other of 
Edwin Wildman, correspondent of the 
New York Journal and San Francisco 
Examiner in China, who passed through 
hero with a number of China-bound cor- 
respondents some time ago. 

Capt. Heeht, the German officer, was 
a passenger on one of the out-bound 
Empress steamers some months ago. 

As told before, G. Englehnrdt, who 
was rescued, is a Victoria hoy. 

TELLS OF A WRECK. 

Captain of Port Albert Tells of Probable 
Loss of a Steamer. 

A tale of the probable loss of an un- 
known vessel is told by the Port Town- 
send correspondent of the Seattle lost- 
Intelligencer, lie says: 

" Cape. Morris, of the transport 1 nrt 
Albert, which is now in the hay await- 
ing orders, reports an 'occurrence which 
would indicate that another big vessel 
has met disaster while on the way 
across the Pacific. 

"While in mid-ocean the mate of the 
Port Albert sighted a two-masted steam- 
shit) abeam of the transport and about 
two miles distant. The steamship was 
evidently helpless, for she lay in the 
trough of tho sea and was rolling scup- 
pers under. Such a gale was blowing 
at tho time that the Port Albert could 
with difflciflty be kept upon her course. 

"The mate of the transport got up Ins 
glasses, but the weather set in hazy, 
concealing the disabled ship from sight. 
A short time later, when the haze 
cleared a wit, no trace of the vessel 
could be seen. Capt. Morris says there 
can be no doitbt but that tho vessel is 
now at the bottom of tho ocean." 



OAPT. ARCHIBALD INVENTS. 

Live-Saving Apparatus Evolved by 
Master of Empress of China. 

M. S. Empress of China will s*il 
for China and Japan to-morrow even- 
ing. Capt. Archibald, who is in com- 
mand of that vessel, lins invented an 
automatic life-buoy detacher and rescue 
signal piercer. This is an invention 



that carries the buoy and signal secure 
ill all weathers, and when required re- 
leases the buoy and pierces and releases 
the signal at the same time, everything 
working smoothly, simultaneously and 
automatically, placing the buoy almost 
in the hands of tho person in the water 
as the vessel glides past him, should cer- 
tainly be deserving of consideration. It 
can he lifted to any part of tho vessel 
from taff-rail to bridge, and can ho oper- 
ated by a small lever on the bridge so 
as to be under the control of the officer 
on watch, who is instantly acquainted of 
an accident such as "Man overboard!" 
Before going to the telegraph, one move- 
ment of his hand and the life-buoy 
leaves its cradle, the rescue signal per- 
forated by the same touch, both fall 
simultaneously into the sea ready lor 
the hands of the person for whom they 
are intended. 

The apparatus consists or a frame, 
the size of an ordinary life-buoy, with 
a cross of iron which carries all the 
mechanism for both piercing tho signal 
and releasing the life-buoy. 

A DOUBLE SERVICE. 

Dodwells Will Place Two Steamers on 
Sound Route. 

Dodwell & Co. announce that within 
Two weeks they will place two steamers 
on the route between Victoria and the 
Sound, instead of one. as at present. 
Sir William Pearce, of the Fairfield

They are expected 
to arrive in Victoria shortly, and may 
meet the board of trade, if a meeting 
can be arranged, to talk on steamboat 
matters.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 

A Suggestion tis to the Manner of Bring- 
ing It Into Force. 

From Montreal vv ituioss. 

The agitation for the adoption of the 
metric system of weights and meas- 
ures should be kept up until this boon i is 
finally secured. Tho Minister of In- 
land Revenue should be encouraged in 
his proposition to introduce n metric 
not by strong expression*! of public opin- 
ion by public bodies and the press. In 
this connection a short, story of the 
introduction of the decimal currency in- 
to Oanadn may be helpful in encouraging 
those who despair of success. For many 
years Canada, having no coinage of its 
own, bad to depend altogether on foreign 
coins, which consisted mainly of Spanran 
dollars, for its currency. Those dol- 
lars dominated and regulated the value of 
all other coins, oven the British. Ihoy 
came to be a sort of n money of account, 
so that many contracts entered into by 
the government as well ns by individuals 
were for so many 'Spanish milled dol- 
lars' It was to facilitate calculation 
ir these dollars that the •Halifax cur- 
rency' -was adopted; when by an ordin- 
ance promulgated by ~the Governor of 
the Province of Quebec, in 1771, the 
British shilling waii innde current at 



one shilling and a penny. Uns made 
live shillings Canadian currency equal 
to a Spanish dollar. Agaiu, after lSol 
the value of the dollar was reduced by 
raising the pound sterling to £1 4s 4d 
in Halifax currency. It will ho Been then 
that these obnnges in the currency were 
a partial approach to the decimal idea 
in view, and the same ideal has prevailed 
in connection with bank bills, which 
have, always been inscribed with the 
value in dollars since their introduction 
in 1818. 

On tho union of Upper nnd Lower 
Canada, in 1841. it having boon found 
necessary to assimilate their currencies, 
which differed slightly, a special com- 
mittee was appointed to look into the 
question nnd report as to the best 
means to this end. Among a series of 
questions formulated by the committee 
wore two that bore more directly on this 
subject. One was as to tho expediency 
of eoing back to the currency of tho 
Mother Country and the other contem- 
plating an advance towards the system 
prevailing in the United States. Out 
of thirty answers to these questions eight 
favored the former, among winch was 
that of the Montreal Board of .Trade: 
ton were for retaining the Halifax cur- 
rency, while only four came out clear 
in favor the decimal system. Among 
the rest some favored the adoption of 
decimals only after they had boon a< - 
opted in England, while others, although 
considering the system, most convenient, 
feared that its adoption would bring 
about too close a relationship with the 
United States. The committee there- 
upon brought in a report favoring the 
retaining of the Halifax currency and 
the adoption of this report seemed to 
have given n set back to the decimal sys- 
tem, which seemed as if it would take 
years to overcome. But ten years later 
a more determined effort was made, for 
in 1851 the legislature again took up the 
question and passed nn act (chap.-li) 
'to provide for the introduction of the 
decimal system into the currency of this 
province, and otherwise am-md the law* 
relating to the currency.' The pre- 
amble of thin net states that it is de- 
sirable to adopt a currency or tins prov- 
ince which may hereafter be ndvantagc- 
ously made common to all the provinces 
of British North America as hem'-' 
simple and convenient in itself _ and 
well calculated to facilitate their inter- 
course with other pa 'ts of this contin- 
ent ' A clause of this act provided that 
it should not become law until approved 
by Her 'Majesty in council.' Phis meas- 
ure was too drastic and never having se- 
cured the stipulated approval was re- 
pealed in 1853 by an net (chap. 158) 
which, while not going so far. •made tho 
decimal svstcm as lcga.1 as the oal cur- 
rency by stating 'that the denominations 
of the money in tho currency of this pro- 
vince shall be pounds, dollars, shillings, 
pence cents nnd mills.' Although this 
act did not accomplish much it prepared 
the way for tho short act of 1S5T (chap. 
IS) which required that all government 
books and accounts and. all transactions 
with the government should bo 'render- 
ed in dollars ami contsj After this mer- 
chants generally began to adopt the deci- 
mal system in their bookkeeping, but 
it was not uctil 1870 that the circulating 
medium and transactions among small 
traders ceivsod to be in Halifax currency. 
This was only accomplished through a 
determined effort and considerable expen- 
diture on the part of the government. 
The old coins wc . * all withdraw n and an 
ample coinage based on tho decimal sys- 
tem, put into circulation instead. Thus 
the change became complete nnd endur- 
ing. Here there is II plan of procedure 
for tho introduction of the metric sys- 
tem but it is not necessary that it should 
be anything like so protracted. First let 
an act be introduced giving both systems 
equal authority. This would no doubt 
cause some confusion, but the very con- 
fusion would toiw-li people the now sys- 
tem. Then, say two or three years later, 
let all the government books nnd trans- 
actions be kept a.nd carried on under the 
metric form. The final stage would be 
making the now system the only legal 
one. This could ho facilitated by the ex- 
change or alteration on tho part of tho 
government of all the obi scales and 
measuring implements. Tints by easy 
grades the people could be brought to ac- 
cept willngly the more convenient metric 
svstcm. In making the recommendation 
that Canada should take the load of An- 
glo-Saxon countries in initiating the re- 
form wo are not underestimating the 
diittGultioa in its way and the trouble 
it would cause, which woilW bo very 
great. We weigh those fairly against 
the good to be gained and hold that be- 
yond all controversy the initial expense 
annoyance nnd difficulty nrc not to be 
compared with the greatness of the boon 
the change would bring to our people, 
and not only to us, but to the world, for 
the Anglo-Saxon world, certain to follow 
some time, would do so much the sooner 
for this initiative, nnd the world at large, 
in so far as it has not already adopted 
the decimal svstcm, would hasten to do 
so. Aiiglo-Snxondom, with its vast com- 
merce and extreme conservatism ill all 
matters of custom, is the one pvent ob- 
stacle in the wnv of so greatlv simplify- 
ing all calculations. When it changes 
everybody will change— will indeed have 
to change.

PARTY LINES. 

It as freely said that when Mr Smith 
Curtis comes to town, wo are to have 
party linos m local politics— that is, 
federal party linos. We hesitate about 
believing that Mr. Curtis, if he has ever 
expressed any intention in this direction, 
will decide to give effect to his views. 
It is tolerably certain that Mr. Curtis 
would not have been averse to the in- 
definite continuation of non-partizun 
government for the province, if certain 
arrangements could have been carried 
into effect, and ho will surely not think 
that the failure of these is a matter of 
such vast importance that the people of 
British Columbia will hasten to depart 
from a position which fhey have taken 
after much discussion. We have no 
right, of course, to speak for the Lib- 
erals of British Columbia, but we Hltvo 
pretty good ground for thinking that 
Mr. Curtis will find it a difficult matter 
to persuade those Liberals, who support 
Mr. Dunsrnuir. to withdraw their alle- 
giance simply because the member from 
Itossland may see fit to declare that he 
wants the local opposition to call itself 
Liberal. We think that when Mr. 
Curtis comes to think the matter over 
he will recognize that even a very able 
public man must reckon with the whole 
people, and that he will not try to force 
upon them wbat they have most dis- 
tinctly declared they do not want. No 
doubt if the way were clear for the 
entry of Mr. Curtis into the cabinet, or 
if the arrangement referred to could 
have been carried out, lie would have 
rendered the country pood service as a 
supporter of tlie present Premier, 
but as that does not appear to be the 
case at present, bo ought to be content 
with what ho can do to advance the 
public interests as a member of His 
Majesty's loyal opposition, without seek- 
ing to import into the affairs of this 
province issues which have absolutely no 
bearing whatever upon the great ques- 
tions which ought at this time to absorb 
the attention of the legislature and the 
people. 

IN CHINA, 

It is alleged that Li Hung Chang 
despairs of restoring peace in China, and 
consequently has offered himself as a 
victim to the wrath of the Emperor. 
That his offer will be accepted is quite 
improbable, and doubtless the Chinese 
statesman is fully satisfied on this point. 
Unless he has greatly changed from 
what he used to be, he would prefer to 
head an insurrection to submitting to an 
executioner because of a failure n 
diplomacy. We take it for granted that 
his offer has been made purely in a 
Pickwickian sense. Yet if it is true 
that he finds himself in a political cul de 
sac, it is a very serious matter. One 
never has been able to feel quite sure 
that the aims of the powers were quite 
as pacific as appeared on the surface. 
If they bud been seeking to provoke 
China to now resistance they could 
have hardly chosen a better way to go 
about it, and if the long months of dis- 
cussion are followed by many more 
months of strife, we are not sure that all 
the fault will rest with the yellow men. 

There is one great difficulty in the way 
of satisfactory dealing between Euro- 
pean governments and China, and Jt 
arises from the different standpoints 
from which the people of the dif- 
ferent races regard the same thlpgs. 
Every one bore in Victoria knows that 
a Chinaman's point of view on almost 
every subject is different from that, of a 
Canadian. How, indeed, could it be 
otherwise? If we are set ill our views 
because of some half-dozen of centuries 
in which we have been working towards 
.what wo call civilization, how much 
more must the people of China lie 
wedded to their ways and ideas, seeing 
that those are the outgrowth of thou- 
sands of years? Do the diplomats make 
allowance for this? Perhaps they do 



eeem to think that the Chinese can be 
influenced by certain things, when in 
point of fact they are only guessing 
They do not know what the effect of 
any line of action will be, any more than 
the rest of us do. The European who 
knows the most about the Chinese char- 
acter claims to hate the least knowledge 
of it. At present Count von Walderaee 
is the controlling spirit among the allies. 
He is doubtless a very excellent soldier, 
but it is very doubtful if he knows any 
more about the real China than the 
humblest soldier in his force. On pre- 
vious occasions the European powers 
were- able to frighten the Chinese into 
doing what they wished, but the process 
seems to have lost its force. The great 
Yellow Giant is awakening, and he has 
already learned that the united effort of 
Europe is little more than a pin prick. 
What he will do is one oftho secrets of 
the future, but we note that with all the 
great promises of the early return of 
peace and security, the allies are fortify- 
ing the legations, so as to be able to 
stand any sort of a siegu. We may be 
nearing a settlement of the trouble, but 
wo may also be only at the beginning of 
something far more serious. 

THE TRUTH. 

"The truth shall make you tree." 
There is no bondage greater than that 
of falsehood. When we use the expres- 
sion, "The Truth," we do not mean 
some abstract theory in ethics or phil- 
osophy. These all may he erroneous, 
for the last word has not yet been spok- 
en in any department of human thought. 
If we wait for freedom until we arrivo 
at the farthest limit of investigation, 
wo will die without enjoying it. We 
can, however, attain the truth about 
fleets; we can, if we make an honest ef- 
fort, get at the truth about ourselves, 
and there is freedom in this sort of 
truth. This proposition may be dis- 
cussed from more than one point of 
view, for there it* a spiritual freedom 
which com re from a recognition of 
spiritual truth; but as has been said, 
"these things are spiritually discerned," 
and we must leuve them for others to 
discuss. What wo are going to speak 
about is everyday truth, truth in busi- 
ness, iu politics, in society, in the family 
circle. 

How often we hear it sflM of some 
man who has made a great success in 
life, that ho is simple in his ways. So 
true is this, tha.t simplicity is almost re- 
cognized as an essential attribute of 
greatness. Take such a conspicuous ex- 
ample as Wellington. He was simple 
almost to bluntness. You rend th 
King's speech to the Privy Council, and 
you cannot have failed to note its sim- 
ple directness. It was a great speech 
"out it was not an eloquent speech. There 
were no tricks of oratory in it. Its 
greatness consisted in the fact that it 
was simply the truth. Diplomacy held 
its breath when Rosebery told Franc 
that Fashodn must be evacuated; but 
the notice accomplished what reams of 
circumlocution never would have 
brought about. This is not an argu 
ment for bluntness. It is simply a plea 
for making our communications with 
each other simple and truthful. Doubt 
loss many a time it is expedient, in Ol- 
der to avoid needless irritation, to em- 
ploy forms of expression which imply 
rather than express ideas. There is 
room here for a wide discretion, so lung 
as that which is implied is true. To use 
language which is designed to convey 
a wrong impression is the meanest form 
of lying. It may he possible to have 
some Tespect for him who "lies like a 
gentleman," but it is utterly impossible 
to feel that way towards the man who, 
lacking the courage to tell an untruth, 
seeks to deceive by subterfuge. 

The suggestion that truth is potent in 
politics may provoke a smile, for many 
people believe the two things are wide 
asunder as the poles. Let it be admit- 
ted that in practice they very often are. 
May not that account for the number of 
political failures to lie found in all coun- 
tries'/ Most people will recall the say- 
ing attributed to Abraham Lincoln: 



about remembering what he had said, for 
he could be sure that it was what was 
true, nud therefore he peed not fear 
to meet it again. The task of squariug 
lies with the facts must make a heavy 
draft upon oven great ability, so much 
so, indeed, as to leave little energy for 
taking advantage of the right. 

Telling the truth in society does not 
mean that wo are to go about blurting 
out unwholesome facts or expressing un- 
favorable opinions, simply because we 
happen to hold them. "Judge not that, 
ye be not judged"' is not a reference to 
a final judgment to bo pronounced here- 
after, hut to our every day conduct. It 
is a caution against jumping to conclu- 
sions and making them public. We are 
told that if we treat other people in this 
way, we may expect to Cud ourselves in 
hot water. It is possible to be truthful 
iu society without being offensive. 

If there is a sphere of human action 
where the truth should dominate it is 
the family circle. The relations between 
the members of a household always 
ought to l>o L-uch that each can pui im- 
plicit confidence in the other. The time 
to begin telling the truth to children is 
when they are beginning to understand 
what is stt,id to them. This does not 
mean that fairy stories and tho like 
should be tabooed. It does not hurt a 
child in the least to grow up in the be- 
lief that there are fairies. The youth- 
ful intelligence soon differentiates be- 
tween fiction of that kino and falsehood. 

There is another kind of truth, and 
that is in our attitude towards ourselves. 
If we are victims of self-deception, wo 
are in bondage indeed. To pretend to 
ourselves that we are doing right when 
we know we are doing wrong, is one 
of the greatest blunders, but it is a very 
common one. The danger of this lies 
that we may practice self-deceit until 
habits are formed which cannot be 
broken and may spoil our lives. De- 
pond upon it, there is no freedom like 
that which comes fro mthe truth.

falsehood. If a public man takes the 
public into bis confidence, as the say- 
ing is, he will rarely find it betrayed. 
Some one has said that "truth is pre- 
cious and ought not. to be wasted on 
every one," and many men in public Hie 
act as if they thought so. Party news- 
papers abound with examples of it, that 
is, with expressions of opinion about 
men and measures which are manifestly 
false, but are advanced in the hope that 
they may impose upon some one. It is 
told of Edward Blake that he was once 
attacked viciously by a member of the 
Canadian House of Commons, who, af- 
ter speaking, met him in tho lobby and 
accosted him as if nothing had happen- 
ed. Mr. Blako said to him: "If what 
you have said of me is true, you ought 
not to wish to speak to me, and as I 
know it to bo false, I have no wish to 
speak to you." There was much com- 
ment upon it at the time, and some said 
that Mr. Blake was unduly sensitive, 
but tho opinion of most people was that 
lie was not. Surely we eno afford in 
dealing with public questions to be truth- 
ful. 

| But tho argument for adherence to 
truth can be put on another ground It is 
.-■aid (hat "n ^reverb is the wisdom of 
| many and the wit of one," so when we 
find that anything lias become prover- 
bial, we may safely conclude that there 
is something fundamentally true behind 
it. When it was first said that "honesty 
is the best policy" we do not know, but 
I the saying is surely old enough.

dlesborough would find a warmer cli- 
mate in midwinter by going to White- 
haven than by traveling due south to an 
equal distance. This also is one of the 
reasons why Aberdeen nt that time is 
much warmer than Vienna. Tho late 
eminent mathematical Dr. W. Hopkins, 
estimated that without the Gulf Stream 
the mean annual temperature of Carnar- 
vonshire would be seven and a half de- 
grees, that of tho north of Scotland fully 
twelve degrees, and that of Iceland as 
much as twenty degrees lower than at 
present. 

From the Gulf of Mexico, where its 
waters are raised to a warmth in winter 
of seventv-seven degrees Fahrenheit, and 
in summer up to eighty-three degrees 
Fahrenheit, it issues like a huge river of 
warmer water flowing over the vast 
mass of the cooler ocean beneath. As it 
issues from between Florida and Cuba it 
is equivalent to a stream about fifty 
miles broad and more than a bundred 
fathoms deep, which is then flowing at 
a rate of from three to four miles an 
hour. Gradually it spreads out like n 
pnrtlv opened fan, the more eastern part 
losing itself in the Atlantic, the western 
and stronger flowing steadily m a nortn- 
eastorlv direction, and fended off from 
the American coast by the cold current 
which is returning southward from the 
Arctic regions. Thus it plays on North- 
western Europe like a stream flowing 
from a hose, and the water which has 
left the Gulf of Mexico in tho hot sum- 
mer months probably comes near to tho 
other side of tho Atlantic in the winter 
season. The amount of heat which it 
transfers was estimated, by the late Dr. 
Croll as being equal to what is received 
from the sun by rather more than a mil- 
lion and a half square miles at the equa- 
tor. 

This beat is slowly radiated bv the 
broad laver of flowing water as it journ- 
eys from the boiler in the Gulf of Mexico 
to the refrigerator in Arctic sens. But 
Professor Ni'.nsen's observations sug- 
gest that the current does not always 
follow preeiselv the same path. That, 
indeed, is only to be expected. While its 
general directions will be constant—for 
that depends on great physical causes- 
minor variations are possible. If. for In- 
stance, the southward flowing Arctic cur- 
rents be a little sfron'-'or Hwn usual, they 
will push the Gulf Stream rather more 
to the east, and then Iceland will suffer. 
Tf the observations were taken over a 
sufficiently wide nrea of North Atlantic, 
and for a long enough time, it might be 
possible to prophesy the direction which 
the Gulf iStrenm would follow in its Jour- 
ney across the Atlantic, and the places 
on' which it would have the greatest in- 
fluence nt a,nv particular time — in other 
words, to foretell what kind of a season 
the fanner might expect.

THE GULF STREAM. 

Some Observations by Nnnson on Its 
Power. 

From the London Standard. 

Professor Nanson has made the follow- 
ing btiUuments with regard to the results 
of the experiments conducted during his 
Inst expedition on t'je Michael Sars. 
■which has lately returned to Norway, The 
Gulf Stream, he says, is subjected to 
great changes, and very little is at yet 
known -as to its strength in vnnter. It 
was much weaker on tho Norwegian 
coast this year than usually is the case, 
and the temperature was consequently 
lower. At. the same time a very warm 
slimmer has been experienced in t&e weet! 
or Iceland, and the current, that passes 
there ivafiTva-tnor this summer than usual 
In general, the warm water coming from 
the Atlantic into the northern regions 
Ibis summer appears to have had a dif- 
ferent distribution than its usual one. 
This is most important as regards the cli- 
matic conditions on the coasts which the 
stream passes. 

It is generally admitted that the Gulf 
Stream considerably affects the climn,te 
of the western coast of Britain and Nor- 
way, of Iceland, and possibly even of 
Spitzborgen. The effect is most marked 
in winter. "While the harbors of tin! 
BnJtie are ice-bound, those on the west- 
ern coast of Norway, even n& far north 
as Hammerfest, are always open for ship- 
ping. In Great Britain the lines of equal 
temperature in January run nearly north 
and smith, instead of aimosf east and 
west, ns in July, so (hut any one in Mid- 



TTIS LAST BEST. 

Matthew Fox Sits Down to Lest and Is 
Frozen to Denth. 

A despatch from Sitka says: 
"A terrible story of suffering, priva- 
tion and death by freezing was brought 
here last week by an Indian woman 
who arrived from Rodman bay in n 
canoe. Matthew Fox. formerly a mem- 
ber of the marine guard at this place, 
and the woman's husband, is the vic- 
tim. 

"According to Mrs. Fox. fibe and her 
husband had been to tin beach for pro- 
visions. Their return to their cabin, 
which is iu tlie interior, was made very 
difficult bv deep enow tund a raging 
storm. Fox soon nave out and told his 
wife to go on ahead and prepare supper, 
saying he would resume the journey a* 
soon as lie became rested. Mrs. Fox 
went on alone, leaving her husband with 
the provisions, and, after n. severe strug- 
gle, reached home. 

"For thirteen days, without fire and 
with no other foo.l than canned corn, 
she waited for her husband. As the 
storm continued with unabated fury, 
she was unable to make any search, for 
the missing man or seek for help for 
her own miserable condition. 

"Finally, on the fourteenth day. the 
storm partially broke, and though weak- 
ened from cold and starvation, Mrs. box 
went back to look for her husband. Af- 
ter indescribable suffering, she succeed- 
ed in her mission, and found his dead 
bodv, face down in the snow, almost 
where she had left him. She covered 
the bodv with a blanket and then went 
to the settlement and reported the case 
to her father. 

"As the nearest official was in Sitka, 
forty miles distant, it was necessary for 
Mrs. Fox's father to bring her hero. The 
journey was made in an open canoe 
without accident, although both occu- 
pants suffered severely from the cold. It 
is probable that a coroner will visit the 
remains and hold an inquest."

At the invitation of Superintendent of 
Education Robinson, tho members of 
tho city teaching staff yesterday morn- 
ing attended at the department offices 
in a body for the purpose of holding a 
discussion on various subjects of inter- 
est to both department and teachers.

Since then it has been 
definitely decided to postpone for one 
year the meeting of the institute, or ra- 
ther to cancel altogether this year's ses- 
sion. 

As a consequence, nnd with the entire- 
ly disinterested motive of placing the 
teachers in touch with the matter in 
which they take such an interest, Super- 
intendent Robinson invited them to meet 
him yesterday morning, and almost 
every member of the stall was present. 
A most harmonious discussion took 
place, and no doubt the cause of educa- 
tion was benefitted by the improved un- 
derstanding which resulted. 

Superintendent Robinson explained the 
causes leading to the Provincial Inst!

West Coast Want Direct Road 
to Victoria— Government 
Ownership. 



Mr. A. W. Noill. M. P. P. for JJberni, 
informed, a Colonist representative yes- 
terday that the West Coast people are 
proud to be able to say that they have 
at last a regular shipping mine. The 
Mouitor, on Alberni (Jauul, owned by a 
New York syndicate, is uow shipping 
about 1200 tons a week to the Tituouia 
smelter, and from all accounts the re- 
ults are highly satisfactory. The work 
Of development at the Hayes mine is ad- 
vancing apace, and just before Mr. Neill 
left Alberni a new and rich strike was 
reported. The company is working 
steadily, extending the underground 
workings and blocking out large bodies 
of ore in such a way that when stoping 
and drifting begins, an immense lot of 
ore will be immediately available. Mean- 
time no shipments are being made; pos- 
sibly the owners hope to have a homo 
smelter by the time they are ready to 
sell their ore. 

The Dominion government telegraph 1 
lino from Clayoquot to Alberni is to be 
pushed to completion forthwith, and will 
prove a valuable medium of eouiniuuiea- 
tiou to West Coast miners, merchants 
and mariners. The need of this tele- 
graph line lias been felt for some time, 
and its completion is eagerly looked for- 
ward to by the whole community. 

The great question with the people of 
Alberni and the West Coast generally is 
the proposed Island railway. Much 
anxiety is felt as to the intention of the 
government, and the announcement of 
its policy is awaited with the liveliest 

n « e Of course," said Mr. Neill, " it is the 
hope and desire of the people of my con- 
stituency that the railway to the north 
end of the Island shall touch tide-water 
at the bead of Alberni Canal. The ex- 
tension of the road northward from Us 
present terminus ax Wellington would 
be of no service whatever to Alberni, 
but if a road were built from, say, Dun- 
can, or some other point on the Ii. & 
to Alb"-"i, it would Inverse a rie-i Agri- 
cultural, timber and mining country, 
and would give us direct connection 
with Victoria. The deflection of t ie 
line to Alberni would not lengthen the 
road to any great extent, and that 
would bo more than recompensed by the 
valuable territory which it would serve 
to open up. It might be said that such 
a line would be taking the railway 
away from the coal mines, but when it 
is considered that Alberni is only 18 
miles distant from Union, that argu- 
ment will not stand. 

"A branch line from Union to Alberni 
would not serve the same purpose for 
the West Coast, as it would prove a 
roundabout way of getting to and from 
the mines. Another important point 
which Victoria should bear in mind is 
that a direct road to Alberni would 
secure to her merchants the growing 
trade of the West Coast, which prom- 
ises in time to be as important as the 
much-tnlked-of northern trade. Our 
idea is a direct road from some con- 
venient point on the E. & N. to Alberni, 
thence across to Union and on to the 
North- or the main line might be con- 
tinued northward up the centre of the 
Island with branches to Union and 
other points desired. If the government 
can so frame its policy as to give us this 
road, it may count on the approval and 
support of the whole West Coust^ 

"West Coast people wonder, con- 
tinued Mr. Neill, "why Victorians are 
so careless of their best interests as to 
neglect the advantages offered them m 
the mining and other industries of that 
countrv. The opportunities for building 
up ami maintaining a profitable trade 
are manifest to all who know the dis- 
trict, but the people of \ ictona seem 
always to look further afield when 
seeking investments, and neglect the vir- 
gin territory which lies almost at their 
doors." 

OIHLLIWACK. 

The ravages of the cutworm in Chilli- 
wack district last season were more seri- 
ous than most people imagine, and the 
consequences are being felt by the far- 
mers whose crops were destroyed. Not- 
withstanding the heavy damages which 
■they sustained, the people are by no 
means down-hearted, and look forward 
to the coining season to retrieve their 
losses of last year. Their representa- 
tive, Mr. C. W. Munro. said to a, Col- 
onist representative yesterday, that the 
feeling ill the district was one of mi- , 
shaken confidence in its capabilities, 
which was evidenced by the prepara- 
tions for spring work which was visible j 
on every hand. I 

The burning question in Chilliwaok at 1 
present is the railway, said Mr. Munro; j 
little else is talked about. It is fell by 
everybody that the district cannot hope 
for any large or permanent measure of I 
prosperity until it is traversed by a rail- ! 
way which will give direct and cheap 
connection with tho Coast idties and Vic- 
toria. The farmers are anxious to ex- 
tend their operations by bringing more 
land under cultivation and raising larger 
crops, but they are deterred from risking 
labor and money in that direction until 
they feel assured that their efforts will 
be rewarded. It is impossible to dis- 
pose of their produce at a fair profit un- 
der existing conditions. The well-being 
Of the district is retarded for lack of a 
railway, and perfect control will not be 
extablished until one is built. 

If the government could build nnd 
operate the railway, its action would 
meet with the approval of the people of 
Chilliwack. They consider such a policy 
the best in the interests of the district, 
land tho province generally, but failing 
government ownership, their next desire 
would be to see the government main- 
tain absolute control, over whatever 
company constructs and operates the 
road ns to freight and passenger rates. 
A feeling antagonistic to the C. P. ft. , 
exists among tho people, who regard 
that company as a grasping monopoly, 
and their desire is for a competing route. 

The difficulty which the rovernmcnt 
will have to contend with, in Mr. Mun- 
ro's opinion, is the almost impossible 
task of preventing collusion between the 
railway companies. If the roflid be built 
by tho Canadian Northern (Mackenzie 
& Mann) tiie trouble will be to prevent 
that corporation from joining interests 
with the C. P. It.. Great Northern or 
other line, with which it may outer into 
competition. The government has a 
most difficult feat to accomplish in mak- 
ing the beat bargain possible with the 
railway Interests, and at the same time 
safeguarding the people from the extor- 
tionate charges that are the inevitable 
result of over-capitalization of railways 
and the efforts of t.lio companies to pay 
dividends on watered stock.

At each step in advance which Russia 
makes in Persia or in Central Asia, Eng- 
land at once demands explanations, bom- 
bards the Cabinet of St. Petersburg with 
diplomatic notes, utters threats, enters 
into tedious negotiations, and. finally, 
obtains a delimitation of frontiers, 
which has to be traced on the spm by 
special commissioners, during which, 
transaction the English representatives, 
as in dutv bound, do all in their power 
to make the share of Russia as small as 
possible. Moreover, the negotiations with 
England are far from being invariably of 
an amicable nature. In 18S.". when Gen- 
eral Komnroff advanced on 'Kushkit, war 
between the two powers appeared likelj 
to break out at any moment, and it can 
hardlv be maintained that the tension at 
that time was due to provocation on the 
part of Russia. The Afghans had at- 
tacked Russian territory. General Koni- 
aroff gave them a sharp lesson. In do- 
ing so he did no more than the English 
have done a thousand times in India. It 
was the English who insisted on ascrib- 
ing to the so-called "Penjdeh incident" 
an aggressive character which was alto- 
gether foreign to it. 

In the Far East it is once again the 
same story. There, too, England con- 
tests every advantage, commercial or fi- 
nancial, which Russia wins from China. 
When the Rusiaus occupied Port Arthur 
the English promptly established them- 
selves at Wei-IIai-Wei, which, from a 
commercial point of view. ca.n never be 
of the smallest use to them. On that oc- 
casion, too. England entered into elabor- 
ate negotiations, and held out threats of 
war, as she had done at the time of tho 
"Penjdeh incident." Similarly, every ad- 
vance made bv Itussia in Oorea is watch- 
ed by England with the most jealous 
care. 

This policy of vexation and interfer- 
ence is especially irritating to the Rus- 
sians, inasmuch as they themselves have 
never pursued a similar policy with regard 
to England. 

After the Afghan wa.r of 1RTS. Lord 
Beacons-field established the "scientific 
frontier" of tho Indian Empire along the 
Suleiman mountains. He thus annexed 
a territory of very considerable extent. 
Did Russia interfere in tho matter? Did 
she enter into vexations and unfriendly 
negotiations with the English Cabinet'.' 
Did she insist on a. precise delimitation of 
frontiers, and did she. after it bad been 
marked out on the map, send her repre- 
sentatives to keeo the English within the 
narrowest possible limits, as Captain 
Younghusbnnd did in the Pamir? On 
tho contrary, Russia did not interfere in 
any sort; she never wrote even the tinie-t 
of diplomatic notes, rightly considering 
that the delimitation of the frontier be- 
tween Afghanistan and India was a 
matter with which she had no concern. 

And later, in 188G, when the English 
annexed Bnnnah by a stroke of the pen. 
did Russia manifest the least disquie- 
tude? Did the Russian press break out 
into cries of alarm? Did the Russian 
government make any representations? 
No, Russia allowed the matte to pass 
in complete silence; the annexation of 
Burmnh caused lier no anxiety. And 
this example is peculiarly striking and 
interesting, in that the situation of Bur- 
mnh witli rcganl to India is precisely 
similar to the position of Manchuria 
with regard to Siberia. 

Seeing, therefore, that Russia has ab- 
stained from all interference in the deal- 
ings of England in Burmnh, she had 
the right to expect similar treatment at 
the bands of England in her dealings 
with Manchuria. But this, unhappily, 
is, as we have already pointed out. far 
from being the case. Let u- suppose 
that in 188(1 Russia bad annexed Coren 
as England annexed Bur mall.

If Russia had invariably pursued a 
churlish and aggressive policy in her re- 
lations with England, if she had strivi n 
everywhere to thwart the expansion of 
England's colonial empire, then ind"od. 
Russia, would, have understood that Eng. 
land was merely rendering like for like, 
and her behavior, however unpleasant, 
would have been quite comprehensible. 
But seeing that whereas Russia nowhere 
opposes the expansion of England, Eng- 
land, on the other hand, everywhere re- 
sists the expansion of Russia, it is hard- 
ly surprising that most Russians cherish 
for the English a feeling of lively and 
thoroughly intelligible animosity. 

And now another point, which also is 
of no small importance. Had the terri- 
tory in dispute been one in which Eng- 
lish (interests of long standing were ob- 
viously and undeniably involved the Rus- 
sians could not have questioned the legi- 
timacy of England's opposition, and her 
conduct must, have appeared to them 
natural nnd justifiable. But in point of 
fact the English lhave no really vital in- 
terest in Turkey. Asia Minor. Persia., 
Afghanistan, Manchuria or Oorea.

• Furthermore, the English maintain 
that the advance of Russia is a blow to 
English interests because everywhere tho 
Russians establish protective duties and 
practice the policy of the closed door. 
In answer it may be pointed out that 
the Russians are not nlone in acting thus. 
Quite recently Canada bad a stringently 
protective tariff, and the same is true of 
the colony of Victoria to the present day. 
These countries are British colonies, and 
none die less England lias never raised 
any objections to their act ion. Why. then, 
do the English refuse to pardon in tho 
Russians what they readily pardon in the 
Canadians of Victorians? The United 
States impose heavy duties, yet the Eng- 
lish declare that the Americans are their 
best friends! But the principal argument 
which may be urged against the objec- 
tion of protectionism is that in spite of 
the Russian customs duties the English 
sell yearly £0.222,000 worth of merchnn 
disc in the Russian Empire. If then, 
these duties do not prevent the English 
from selling their products at Riga or at 
St. Petersburg, why should they prov 
a fatal obstacle to the sale of these same 
products at Batoum or Port Arthur? Yet 
again it must not be forgotten that cus- 
toms duties are not eternal or immutable, 
Between tho years 1850 and 1SS1 the 
Russian tariff was exceedingly liberal; 
this fact however, did not by nny means 
diminish the hostility of England to Rus- 
sia. And, besides, there is nothing to 
prove that, a reaction in favor of free 
trade may not nt any moment declare it- 
self in Itussia.. It is curious that the 
English bear a grudge agniust the Rus- 
sians by reason of .xheir protective duties, 
seeing that these very duties cause in- 
finitely more harm to Russia herself than 
they can possibly cause England. Can 
it bo imagined that the Russian govern- 
ment is protectionist in order to do an iU 
turn to England, when owing to this ab 
surd regime that government does incal- 
culable harm to its own subjects? At 
the beginning of the present century Eng. 
land herself was protectionist in the ex- 
treme; would England, then, have 
thought it fair had Russia at that time 
seen fit to oppose her expansion in East- 
ern India because of the heavy dutif 
then exacted by the English government? 
Would Russia at that time have been 
I justified in asserting that England ex- 
acted these duties in order to injure Rus- 
sian commerce? Thus the supposed in- 
terest of England iu checking the ex- 
pansion of Russia, is shown to hi' non 
existent; indeed, the present policy of 
England is solely the outcome of th 
routine and the traditions of the old d 
plomncy. 

In former times politicians looked on 
territorial aggrandizement as the be-all 
of political activity. From this point of 
view every conquest made by a foreign 
power was, of necessity, looked on as a 
calamity, since it narrowed the field of 
possible acquisition. Accordingly each 
nation, while striving eagerly to enlarge 
its own territory, srove with equ 
dour to hinder the expansion of every 
other nation. It is in virtue of the 
cient traditions that British statesmen 
look askance on ever}' advance made by 
Russia. Of this we can give a proof 
which is typical. The treaty of San Ste- 
fano had freed Bulgaria, as far as the 
shores of the Aegean Sea. Lord Bea- 
conslield considered it a great triumph 
when be pushed back the frontiers of the 
new principality to the range of Rbodope, 
, needles that by so doing he replaced half 
of tiie Bulgarian people under the Otto- 
man yoke; it was enough for him that he 
had diminished by half the territory of 
a client of Russia. 

We repeat, that if the aspirations of 
Russia were a real mena.ee to England 
her opposition would appear quite natur- 
al, and would arouse no ill-feeling; but, 
if further proof of tho futility of this as- 
sumption were yet needed, it could be 
found in the readiness with which Eng- 
land renounces her ancient claims. For 
instance, after her victory in the Cri 
mean war, England insisted or. the sup 
pression of ulio Russian Black Sea fleet 
But: when, in 1S70. Russia declared that 
she could no longer abide by this clan 
in the treaty of Paris, England consented 
without tiring a single shot. Is this not 
proof positive that the existence of 
Russian fleet in these waters implies no 
real blow to the concrete interests of 
England, and that the Crimean war was 
waged for the sake of interests which 
wen? purely academic, not to say alto- 
gether imaginary? 

But, whereas the opposition of England 
is based upon no solid foundation, it. is 
easy to show that, the advances made 
by Russia have been in every instnnci 
duo to exceedingly practical considera 
tions. 

The harbor of Vladivostock is ice- 
bound for four months in the year, while 
the necessity of an ice free port as ter- 
minus of the Trans-'Siherinn railway 
is obvious; hence tho occupation of Port 
Arthur. 

Wo have shown that the expansion of 
Russia cannot be fairly considered pre- 
judicial to English interests. We ven- 
ture to assert that it is altogether favor- 
able to them. Wo axe unaware that 
those whose minds are trnmmelled by 
the routine" of diplomacy, or biased by 
an unreasoning jingoism, will be slow to 
admit the truth of the'assertion, nnd will 
shrug their shoulders scornfully; but we 
appeal rather to thoughtful and unpi-eju-

selves friends of Russia, that would 
seem much more natural to the Brah- 
mins and Mussulmans of India. These 
men would consider the alliance of two 
Christian peoples against non-Christian 
peoples to be perfectly logical. But, as 
things are, the Hindoos, seeing that hos- 
tility divides the two great Christian peo- 
ples of Asia, can always hope to shake 
off their yoke by playing one against tb.-i 
other. If, on the other hand, they saw 
these two powers closely united, they 
would understand that any revolt again.-t 
them must of necessity bo altogether 
vain and futile, and thereby the position 
of tho English in India would be 
strengthened. 

The theory of "buffer-states" has been 
and still is, largely accepted in England, 
nnd this is the role that -Afghanistan is 
at present called upon to play; hence tho 
jealous caTe with which England main- 
tains the integrity of Afghan territory. 
But it may well bo argued that the ex- 
istence of such a "buffer-state," belong- 
ing to barbarians, is highly detrimental 
to British interests. Such a state offers 
very doubtful security to life and prop- 
erty, and in consequence commercial en- 
terprise within its borders is reduced to a 
minimum. If Afghanistan were divided 
between Russia and Englnnd, if the 
frontiers of the two powers were conter- 
minous along the whole range of the 
Hindoo-Kush an imme:..->e impulse would 
be given to commerce in those regions, 
and this development would bring with 
it corresponding benefits to -the English, 
But, apart from commerce, it would be 
no small advantage to Great Britain to 
have an interrupted line of rail from 
Calais to Calcutta, affording her facili- 
ties for the rapid transport of troops to 
India in case of necessity. Eliminate 
Afghanistan, bring- together the frontiers 
of the two great empires, and this rail- 
way would be made at once; nor can 
there be any doubt that if England would 
conclude an alliance with Russia, the 
latter would raise no objection to the 
passage of English troops thraigh her 
territorv. 

So much, then, for Afjrhanistnn. As 
for Port Arthur, the advantages which 
must accrue to England from its occupa- 
tion by Russia are plain to see. The rail- 
way from Stretensk to Port Arthur 
means that a vast country (Manchuria 
contains .'US2.000 square miles— that is 
to say. three times the area of the Brit- 
ish Lies), today plunged in profound 
slumber, will hence forth be open for ex- 
ploration. If is clear that with Russian 
Manchuria England will carry on com- 
mercial operations indefinitely more im- 
portant than has hitherto been the case, 
for, under the regime of China, her com- 
mercial relations with Manchuria have 
been practically nil. It wjjl be at Port 
Arthur as it is at Odessa, at Riga, nnd 
at Batoum: three-fourths of the vessels 
which carry merchandise from these pirta 
are English. 

The opposition of England to the 
Trans-Siberian railway forms an exnet 
parallel to her opposition in the case of 
the Suez canal. Lord Palmorson put all 
kinds of difficulties in the way of Ferdi- 
nand de Lcssops, and by so doing he 
caused incalculable mischief to the true 
interests of his country, for. in 1S0S, of 
3,50.'! ships which passed through the 
canal, no less than 2,295 (or G5 per cent 
of the whole) were English. It has been 
estimated that without the opposition of 
England the cost qf the Suez canal 
would have been diminished bv some two 
hundred million francs (£8,000,0001, and, 
consequently, the passage dues paid to- 
day by English ships would have been 
Correspondingly reduced. 

These various arguments show plainly 
that between the real interests of Great 
Britain nnd of Russia there is not a 
vestige of any antagonism. The truth of 
this contention may still be farther de- 
monstrated by the history of their rela- 
tions in the past. 

Throughout the eighteenth, and during 
tho first part of the nineteenth centuries, 
Russia and England were in almost un- 
interrupted alliance. When, in 17G0. the 
Russian fleet sailed from the Baltic to 
tho Mediterranean to fight against the 
Turks, the French, as secular allies of 
Turkey, wished to bar its way. Tho 
English cabinet nt that time notified to 
the cabinet at Paris that any such action 
would bo regarded by England ns a 
"casus belli." Frnnce yielded perforce, 
and tho Russian fleet, 'largely officered 
by Englishmen, passed on its -way to win 
the brilliant victory of Tchestne. 

For the space of sixteen years, from 
1700 to 1815. England and Russia strove 
together to break the tyranny of Napo- 
leon. Iii 1827 their fleets combined to 
fight the battle of Navarino. It was not 
until after 1830 that, on a sudden, the 
discovery was made of an irreconcilable 
antagonism between England and Russia. 
'Hie circulation of this belief among tho 
English public was due in large measure 
to the fanaticism of Urquhart. Need it 
he said that it is ono of the most fatal 
and colossal errors that can be imagined. 
For a close examination of the facts 
from a practical nnd realistic standpoint 
shows dearly that England and Russia 
are, on the contrary, natural allies, inas- 
much as they have a common task to ac- 
complish: the civilization of Asia. 

What is it that England must do to 
win tho sympathies of Riussin? One 
thing only! She must renounce the phan- 
toms nnd prejudices of the ancient em- 
pirical policy, nnd act ns the real and 
true interests of the English people de- 
mand. Grent Britain has unhappily 
drawn upon herself the ill-will, not only 
of Russia, but of almost every nation ill 
Europe by reason of the cold nnd 
haughty tone which she almost invaria- 
bly adopts in her dealings with them. It 
is to he Imped that: this unhappy Trans- 
vaal war will at ljnsl serve to soften the 
manners of the English government. The 
reverses encountered by British arms in 
South Africa have been hailed by a. 
chorus of jubilation, startling in its uni- 
versality anil in its obvious sincerity: 
they have revealed a depth and intensitv 
of hostile feeling which is not the growth 
of yesterday. To dismiss these manifes- 
tations as being nothing more than the 
expression of blind prejudice, ignornaice, 
and jealousy is hardly wise or states- 
manlike. 'Booing how difficult is the task 
of vanquishing a little people tike the 
Boers, it is ensy to imngine how great 
would be the sacrifices demanded by a 
struggle with nS millions of Frenchmen 
or with 130 millions of Russians. Those 
reflections will perhniis induce the Eng- 
lish government to ndopt a softer tone in 
its diplonmtic relations and to den! more 
gently with the susceptibilities of others. 

This does not imply tho snerifiee of 
English interests; far from it. For n 
nation as Tvell as for an individual, it 
is wn immense advantage to possess the 
greatest possible number of good quali- 
ties, and one quality which is assuredly 
not to bo despised, whoso value, indeed, 
can scarcely be over-estimated, is the 
fnoultv of winning the goodwill of our 
neighbors.

ANGORA GOATS. 
Sir:— I enclose an article, which I think 
•nilt;ht be published with advantage In your 
columns. I can endorse all that Is said, 
as especially applicable to Vancouver Isl- 
and. After experimenting for eleven years 
In this country with «oatw and placing 
them under varied conditions of locality, r 
have come to the conclusion that no ani- 
mal on the average farm will give a better 
return than the raising of goats. If we 
could once overcome the Ignorance and 
prejudice that prevails with regard to 
these animals amongst our settlers, It Is 
probable an Industry could be started which 
In Its varied departments, would greatly 
benefit our country. With the obtect of 
doing this, I should bo glad If. with your 
aid, we could obtain names enough to 
warrant the starting of an association for 

Eromotlng this industry. The United States 
as several of these societies, and It Is 
now reckoned one of the most Important 
assets of some of the Western States. It 
1 might prove of equal value in British 
I Columbia. The goat Is the monogram of 
I the province, why should It be the most 
t neglected and despised animal of our wild 
| farm lands. The article enclosed will dein- 
I onstrate what Important results may spring 
from a little care and forethought, and 
how applicable it Is to our Island. If any

GOAT HKRD. 
TIIE ANGORA GOAT. 
| (By J.H. Grlsdaie. Agriculturist, Central 
Exp. Farm, Ottawa.) 
The Angora goat Is a native of Turkey In 
Asia. The Turks look upon the goat with 
feelings akin to reverence. Mahommed de- 
creed a blessing upon all houses where a 
goat was kept and promised thnt If an angel 
should pass a house where three goats were 
maintained the angel should look in unon 
the household. Orthodox Turks believe to 
this day that goats bring peace and pros 
perity. 



The province of Angora is mountainous 
and furrowed by deep valleys. The mean 
altitude 1 Is about three thousand feet. The 
climate is extreme, in January and Feb- 
ruary the thermometer ranges from ten de- 
grees Fahrenheit to zero, while in June and 
July it remains In the eighties for days at 
a time with little or no rain. The country 
Is covered with snow In winter. Rain and 
snow fall frequently. While the more ele- 
vated parts are generally shaded with line 
forests, the plateaus, which form a large 
part of the country, are very little wooded, 
and this permits the first heat of spring to 
tlry up the little humidity which the earth 
has acquired In winter. Abundant pastur- 
age is found for goats only after the frosts 
and P" ■ro. when the first warm rains re- 
Vive the vegetation. This time is of short 
tluration and the stimulus given by copious 
and succulent nourishment is exerted whol- 
ly In developing the valuable fleeces. 

The modern Angora Is a rugged breed 
formed by crossing the original Angora, a 
more delicate animal, with the Kurd or 
common Turkish goat. The success of such 
crossing Is attested by ail authorities, and 
the same policy has been carried out In Am- 
erica and South Africa in crossing Angoras 
with the common goats of eaeli country. 
This breed which Is iiot yet nulte fixed. Is a . . . 
larger, somewhat coarser, hardier breed, I i'r A L . ., 
with a more oily and much heavier fleece, 
which, though not attaining to the high 
level of that of the original pure Angora, 
Is nevertheless In the best specimens of 
great beauty and excellence, and equal to 
the most exacting demands of the present 
manufacturing trade. As the fleece corn- 
line with Increased weight a sufficiently 
Sigh standard of excellence and as the goat 
is hardier and healthier than the pure An- 
goras, It Is the more remunerative breed 
and when fixed at the high standard It has 
attained to In the hands of the most intel- 
ligent breeders. It is superior and prefer- 
able to the original pure breed. 

The most rapid anil advantageous method 
of forming large Hocks of Angoras Is by 
erosslng thoroughbred Angora bucks upon 
common docs, and the does of the resulting 
product, with the object of merging the 
common race In the superior. Good results 
are obtained at the ilfth cross. It is In- 
dispensable that thoroughbred bucks should 
be invariably raised for propagation. 

If the kids arrive In May they will re- 
quire but little attention. It Is best to 
have one buck for twenty-five does. By 
having one to twenty-five they will nearly 
all drop kids in one month. Very few 
docks of goats exist in Canada to-day. 
morn's the pity. Millions of acres of land 
In this country unsuitable for sheep hus- 
bandry may lie advantageously occupied liv 
flocks of Angoras, which may be grown at 
half the cost of sheep In their most favor- 
able locations, and with at least an equal 
return In the product of the flocks. 

The most interesting product of the An- 
gora gmit Is the long silky wavy fleece, 
which Is known as mohnlr, and Is use 1 
either pure or In connection witli wool, sill; 
or linen In t ho manufacture of a variety of 
textile fabrics. Its value rnnges from fortv 
five to fifty cents per pound for foreign, lo 
twenty-five to thirty-live cents a pound for 
domestic. The short, cross-bred hair Is 
used for blankets, lap robes, rugs, carpets, 
etc., but even then Is worth more per pound 
than most sheep wool, varying from ten to 
twenty-one cents per pound. The uses for 
mohnlr are Increasing every year, and new 
outlets are being found for It as mannfae. 
turers are advancing In the variety of 
(heir products.

Aiuuy pas- 
tures are growing up 10 oak brush and 
liazet brush, auu in sine pans iliey are 
Uotuereu with lerus iculieu brakes), ana 
berry bushes — blackberries, raspberries, 
etc. This kind oi tare would be peaches 
and cream lo a goal, and In a year or two 
ihe owner would be relieved ot a greui 
nuisance, the goals would grow lat. una 
the laud woulu be restoreu lo a proper 
condition for grazing other stock on li. 
.Many persons nine the lUeu lhat goats 
bark the trees and in thai way kill them. 
They also think that goats uuolly eat the 
hazel and oilier small brush. There Is 
nothing in this. Goats are no worse to 
barn trees oi any kiuu than sheep. The 
way In which goats kill brush is by con- 
stantly cropping ihe leaves, which serve us 
the lungs ol lue bush, and the continued 
cropping of the leaves make the brush sick 
as it were, causea by the lack of nourish- 
ment. 

About two hundred goats for about forty 
acres of brush will in two or three years 
make the land as clean as a garden. If 
the pasture lias only patches of brush, turn 
In a few goals and It will make more pas- 
ture for other stock than if the goals were 
not put in. They eat very little grass 
when ihey can get leaves. 

The goat Is easily adaptable to all coun- 
tries, and thrives lu ail climates except 
that of the polar regions. Evidently, how- 
ever, it wdll tend to be more prodlatile 
lu those localities where the expensj of 
keeping Is the least the year around. 
Hardy, agile, enterprising. It always 
thrives, If uucouliucd. In heat or cold, on 
mountain or plain, but prefers rougU, 
rocky, wild uud elevated laud. The farm- 
er whose farm partly consists of scrub 
mountaul land would have the advantage, 
and to him Angora goals would oiler the 
greatest chance for large prollis. All lie 
has to do is to fence a field of land Into 
two pastures, turn his goats on them al- 
ternately, sometimes lu one, sometimes In 
the other, drive them oat at daybreak and 
brjug them back at sundown. If possible, 
he saould connect the pastures with his 
barn, where he could construct an open 
shed, or hovel— anything that would turn 
rain would be sufficient. Upon arrival at 
their roosting place feed them some little 
grain, and they will soon not have to be 
driven in any more, but be there In time 
for the sweet morsel. 

The owner of Angora goats should pro- 
cure at kidding time two or three suck- 
ling pups of some strong breed of dog, 
but— If possible— with a strain of collie In 
them, and raise these pups on a kldlcss 
doe tu common oue would be preferablel 
until they are large enough to follow the 
gouts. Such dogs would be the most re- 
liable ot shepherds and would become so 
the breed or their luster 
mother that they would light for them 
until death, anything in the shape of four 
or two-legged curs that would venture 
near their charge. Two or three dogs thus 
brought up witli goats could be trusted 
with the management of a flock of sheep 
of as much us two or three thousand, and 
with very little extra instruction, and 
would herd them as well and with as much 
sense of duty us any hired shepherd, and 
would he far cheaper. 

Questions nre ofien asked with regard to 
the cost of goats, nnd whether common 
^jiits or Angoras would pay best for a 
start. Common gonts are not too lilg'h lu 
price, hut the item of freight is consid- 
erable. Tills cost may be ascertained from 
the nearest railroad agent. It is only nat- 
ural that for goats yielding very heavy 
fleeces very large prices should have to be 
paid, and. of course, to the above prices 
the freight would have to be added.

Angora skins, properly dressed arc used 
white or tinti u, for a variety of purposes. 
They are mostly imported raw from the 
Gape of Good Hope and Turkey, and range 
•In value duty paid, from $1.50 up to $3.50 
each, undressed. Domestic skins are in 
very limited supply, nnd are worth from 50 
•cents each, for kids, up to $2 each for large 
■full-fleeced pelts. The cross bred common 
skins and short pelts not sultnble to dress 
are used by morocco and glove leather 
■manufacturers, nr.d are worth from in to IS 
cents per pound for large sizes, down to 10 
nnd 11 cents for small ones and kids. The 
flesli of the Angora is said to be excellent 
mutton nnd pronounced as good as South- 
down. It Is nulte largely eaten in the West 
and In the East too, if people only knew 
It. There Is a prejudice against the name 
of goat meat, but those who know say It Is 
very good. The horns can be utilized in 
•a variety of ways and not a part of the ani- 
mal but has Its value. 

I may add that the climatic conditions 
nnd food supply of a largo part of our 
mountainous country are admirably adapt-

Them were many people spoken with 
by the Colonist representative at Cum- 
berland who knew more than the ex- 
perts regarding the cause of the explo- 
sion in »No. (J mine — at least they said 
they did — and the experts, ma,iiy of 
whom have been upwards of a score of 
years connected "with mines, nnd con- 
versant with all the details of mining 
and mine management, knew nothing. 
Some interviews have been published 
Ly Mainland papers with this people, 
u .ml reprinted elsewhere, but in view of 
the fact that after five days of daily 
examinations and investigations, the 
large number of mining engineers, the 
mining inspectors and others are unable 
to even conjecture the cause of the ac- 
cident or the location of the place where 
it started, the interviews from these 
miners with the "superior" knowledge 
are worthy of no more consideration 
than that which is given them. Dave 
Koy, n rancher near Cumberland, for- 
merly Oi miner, gives one of these inter- 
views, nnd he says, in effect, that ho 
knew there was gas in No. li, and some 
day she would go up. Regarding this, 
experts say of course there was gas in 
No. 0, for there is in all mines, but so 
tree was the mine that naked lights 
were in use there. If giia had lurked 
in the mine, it would have exploded di- 
rectly the morning shift went down, and 
not nearly four hours afterwards. The 
lire boss made his rounds and reported 
the mine safe, and, as Roy says in the 
same interview, he is a most capable 
man, nnd if he said the mine was sale, 
it was. 

Another of these men who talked of 
causes of the accident, was .Tnmes 
Dougerty, partner of the late Robert 
Fleck. Ho went to one of the inspectors 
and told him that he knew where the 
explosion occurred. Dougherty then 
said that Hnlliday, who was cutting a 
crosscut from Fleck's to Crosetti's lev- 
els, was working into a body of gas, and 
as soon as he got his crosscut through to 
Crosetti's level there would be an ex- 
plosion. This was before the explora- 
tion of the mine had 'reached thnt point. 
When the nir had been carried far 
enough, the inspector wont into this 
crosscut to investigate the story, and 
he found that the crosscut was not 
through, and like every other stall, cross- 
cut or level in the upper workings of No. 
(>, of which were explored— there were 
no signs in the vicinity of explosion. 

As the experts say, when the mine is 
cleared, the cause may be found, but un- 
til tlio indications are discovered, there 
no man can tell, and the interviews 
with those men spoken of above are 
worth nothing. 

The Chinaman -who was said by n local 
paper to hnve fallen down the shaft— 
lie who wins at the top of No. (! shaft 
when the accident occurred — is safe. He 
is .in the Chinatown of Union, and he 
refuses to leave his house. When the 
explosion occurred, he dropped what he 
had in his hands nnd "lit out" along the 
railway track for Chinatown, his queue 
Hying out on a horizontal line. He rnn 
as if all the devils were in pursuit of 
him, not stopping" until ho got his head 
under his blankets, and ho hns not left 
his cabin since. 

The Chinese have a dread of touch- 
ing a corpse, and in dressing their dead 
countrymen the;.- drag the clothes on to 
them with strings for the most part, 
without touching (he bodies with their 
hands. They nre in dread, too, when 
near the bodies, and when one of their 
countrymen was being buried, the Chi- 
nese who were digging a number of 
graves for others nearby, would crouch 
down into the hole being made instead 
of ruining up and assisting in the burial. 

The Japanese, on the other hand, try 
to make as much of a spectacle f!s pos- 
sible at their funerals, and used every 
endeavor to have them photographed, 
stopping the procession on one occasion 
in the middle of the main street for this 
purpose. They hjive n strange custom 
after lowering their compatriots into the 
grave, of throwing stones down upon 
the coffin. All the funerals were with 
Christian riles, the Methodist Japanese 
missionary officiating, and the Methodist 
hymns sung in the Japanese language, 
formed part of the service. Then, after 
the prayer had been given, the Japanese 
would watch for the "Amen." and af- 
ter saying it, as soon as possible all pres- 
ent would jump forward and begin 
throwing stones in upon the coffin. They 
would rush to the grave, anil some would 
scrape the dirt in with their hands, oth- 
ers with a stick, others throwing the 
st'H'o^ in every possible way, in fact, 
everyone present doing- something to lill 
up the grave. 

They have hud to extend their ceme- 
tery with its monuments of OxG planed 
cedar posts, as a result of the accide.it, 
the small plot, surrounded by a picket 
fence, and contrasting in n marked man- 
ner with the open board fence of the nd- 
ioining Chinese eemeterv, having been 
filled. 

The finding of the bodies of the min- 
ers in Ihe upper level in the positions 
in which they lay, killed by the effects 
oi the a fterdamu, shows thnt all went 
towards No. 6 shaft, the way they had 
entered the mine. Had Mclnnes. Orn- 
setti and those near there ran towards 
No. H. they might have got through in 
time to escapa the fumes, but all went 
towards instead of away rroin the fatal 
gases. 

To-morrow work will be resumed 
at No. -} slope. This is the big mine, 
about two miles from No. 0, .'Mid out 
near Lake Puntledge, at. the other side 
of which is Lone mountain. Rocky 
mountain and other game-in festal 
mountains of the Buford range, in the 
foot-hills of which the mining camp is 
locnted. No. 4 has an output of some 
1,200 tons daily, a.nd when running full, 
employs five hundred men in two shifts. 
Tt has a slope, not n shaft, and is enter- 
ed by walking down the incline. in- 
Rtoad of descending, as in the Other two 
mines, by the cages. -It has two in- 
clines about n mile long, which run out 
from each other in a V-shi'ipe, being some 
half mile apart nt the bottom. As the 
C, P. R. and oilier big consumers are 
clamoring for Colli, nnd co:-,l is needed 
lor local use without delay, these mines 
are to be worked. At the same time no 
loss of time will ensue in flooding and 
taking the water out of No. f> nnd com- 
pleting the exploration of that mine.

Cumberland, Feb. 20. — Am a result of 
the explosion 'in No. mine here, tho 
Qua.n society's joss house, with which is 
also incorporated u gambling house, is 
likely to bo demolished, 'fhe Chinese 
say tho threatened destruction is the re- 
sult of the accident. Others would say 
that it is more tho result of superstition. 

For tho last two months Drs. Bailey 
and Stables, tho two ttiliie pliyslciuns, 
ha.ve had many broken arms and other 
bones to set lor Chinese, and have been 
called more than was the wont to at- 
tend tho inhabitants of that strongly as- 
sorted little China, and In the valley be- 
yond tho two wide avenues of -white 
painted and similar shaped miners' cot- 
tages, with their verandahs and "lean- 
to's." The unprecedented number of nc- 
cidenta puzzled the "chows," and there 
was much discussion tin Chinatown. The 
accidents kept occurring, though Ah 
Sing would slip from a verandah and 
brei&k his leg, Won Lung would fall ill, 
and tho doctors' visits were all too fre- 
quent. 

At length, some- three "weeks ago, a 
largely attended moc-tlng was hold to 
-decide -what was causing tho trouble. 
Many opinions were offered at the meet- 
ing, but nothing was accomplished, and 
tho matter was left to the gcomancer of 
the "Freemasons" society. For some 
days he made no report and tho thing 
was still a seven days' -wonder to the 
people of tho shacks in the level near 
the old abandoned workings of Xo. 1 
slope. 'Frnyor lanterns wore suspended 
from beneath the galleries of the house* 
on the lower side of the la.ne and on the 
houses of the upper level of tho other 
street side — one side being some six or 
eight feet, above tho other, yet still the 
misfortunes took -place. 

"The "fnng shuy" of Chinatown was 
certainly disturbed— but how? At last 
the gcomancer had it, atid about tw- 
weeks ago another meeting was called 
and there the story of the cause of the 
troubles was told. It was all because of 
the height of the Quan "joss-house," and 
incidentally because a Chinese carpenter 
had fallen from a scaffold when the tem- 
ple w::.s being built, and broken his arm 

The Quan joss-house stands on a prom- 
inence anil towers above all the other 
buildings of Chinatown. Here, says tho 
solver of the puzzle, the "spirits of the 
air, wind and water" gather and from 
their vantage place, see everybody and 
all that goes on in Chinatown. This dis- 
turbes tho "fung shuy" of the place, and 
causes the trouble. It was, therefore, 
the part of the meeting to restore the 
"fung shuy," and to this end it was ar- 
gued that the joss-house should be tors 
down. There were, though, a small fac- 
tion who wanted to change the building's 
position, and in the end. on their being 
no decision, the mntter was left standing., 
The explosion of Friday morning, though 
capped the climax, and as on the eve of 
their now year celebrations, some 36 
Chinese were killed, the joss house must 



Tai On seems a well educated Chinese. 
He is a store-keeper and practically the 
No. 1 Chinaman of tho settlement here. 
He talks good English and seems civiliz- 
ed, but Tai On retains this supersti- 
tion, so much of which lias been brought 
to light by the sad accident. Tho night 
before the accident, says Tai On, "tho 
devil cry velly loud and volly much. All 
man see devils run in sky, cry, make big 
noise and plentee lights come bright in 
sky. The fire bell in town hall go glong- 
g-lijng-g-long. and I look see and,, he no 
go g-long, g-long. All man catcheo scare 
and go hide. Devil sabee all time plen- 
tee man get kill." Tai On is conversant 
with many other things, but he is super- 
stitious withal, and all Chinatown with' 
him, and to him and the others of China- 
town, "the devil sabee accident come." 
* * * 

The; superstition of the Chinese 5a 
shown also in connection with the fun- 
erals of their dead. No one but the rela- 
tions will lay a finger on tho dead Chi- 
nese, and they do it only by exercising 
much moral courage. They hate, too, 
to dig a grave and especially at tho new 
year time, believing that if they are en- 
gaged in digging a grave then ill-luck 
will follow them nil the year round. 
Again, too, their superstition proclaims 
itself when they discard the usual na.por 
scattering devices at these funerals of 
their countrymen, saying that it is no 
use trying keep devils away now, for 
it is too late. 

Not so the Japanese. They lapse into 
superstitious customs but seldom; in- 
stead they imitate iu every way tho

white man, and if possible, go him one 
better. Here their colllns are covered 
with tissue paper imitation flowers and 
with white shirts and black gloves, they 
march behind the hearse, as they see 
the white man do. To-day they had tho 
-funeral procession of one man, the third 
Jap burned, photographed by a Cumber- 
land amateur, and ordered nine dozen 
pictures from him. Like the white nin.ii, 
they select pall-bearers who march along 
side. About two months ago on one fino 
day, they went one better. The six pall- 
hearers were mounted on wheels and 
thus the hearse was escorted to the cem- 
etery. 

* * * 

The communities of these peoples of 
the mining town are scattered. The Chi- 
nese are, in a; valley in the shadow of tho 
spruce-clad hills just beyond the main 
avenue of the town far removed from tho 
several blocks of stores which form the 
business section and beyond tho rows 
of detached miners' cottagea all alike 
painted white and of similar architect- 
ure. The Japanese have their town of 
cabins below tho siding which swings tho 
iron horses around to No. 5 and both are 
some distance away from Cumberland 
and Union. 

Cumberland is a mining town, and 
needs no further advertisement to pro- 
claim that fact. Its begrimed groups 
with their now unused little torches fast- 
ened on their caps, for the mines were 
worked with nuked lights, being found to 
be safe, advertise it. The several hotels, 
some practically miner's boarding houses, 
advertise it, even if the big hoisting gear 
of Xo. (i mine was not so plainly visible 
from the rise opposite the new school 
building, and the one which was form- 
erly used and behind the lire hall, city 
hall and now morgue. Before this grado 
commences the main street litis no side 
attractions other than the rows of 
stumps in the cleared lands, until the 
houses and cottages of "Jerusalem," the 
first suburb, is reached. There are some 
parts of Jerusalem which are not as re- 
spec-table as they should be, but ono 
would not think this to judge by the new- 
ly painted, fine-looking houses. From 
hero the grade begins, and on either side 
of Dunsmuir avenue — tho main street is 
named after the Premier— there are gen- 
eral stores, hotels, tailors, barbers, etc. 
The light blue frame building of this 
Cumberland News is here, just above 
Magistrate Abrams' office, on tho other 
crossing from the brick postolllce, be- 
tween which and the magistrate's of- 
fice, runs the first, or rather last, cross- 
cut — no street. This is Third street, and 
crossing Main street is Second and First 
streets, which have three parallel streets 
to main street intersecting them all 
aboV», for down hill is the track which 
connects Cumberland witli Union Bay,- 
eleven miles away. It is just above the 
News office, on Main street, that tho 
"theatre' 1 is located, the Cumberland 
hall, where on the 27th the amateur 
Thespians of Cumberland, will produce 
"Dot," a western drama, in aid of the 
bereaved. Adjoining this is the Cum- 
berland, "the" hotel. The hotels are 
mostly on this side, the Vendome, Waver 
ly, Union, etc. The telegraph office is 
too, on this side, an adjunct of A. H, 
Peacey's drug and stationery store. Mr. 
Peacey is the operator, but is not yet 
too friendly with the key. Fronting this, 
is the livery stable, when "'igs are hired 
for drives to Un<^;' Bay and into 
fitir>..,.iidiii^ districts, <vh«-re are said to 
!".8 s-i'U- of the finest xferit.-ulfciral lands 
■ I, 'I; - i-ie.r.d. And so on, general store, 
barber, butcher, jeweler, a row of ,-tnres 
on either side of interspersed with hotels 
until at First avenue, Cumberland ends 
and Union begins with the fire hall and 
town hall building on one side and Pay- 
master G. W. Clinton's house on the 
other adjoining the grounds of the school 
buildings which overlook a fence over 
which at the foot of a, grade is the pit- 
head of No. (! and the railway sidings. 
This fence carries down the hill to the 
offices of , the Wellington Colliery com- 
pany's big newly painted frame buildings 
around the corner from which is the 
landing where all "Cumberland-Union 
gathers on Wednesday and Saturday af- 
ternoons when the train comes in, and 
ncross the road is Dr. Stabjes, the col- 
liery surgeon's and Resident Manager 
John Matthew's residences. A hundred 
yards below is the Union hotel, and from 
that: on over the bluff to Chinatown is 
tho white cotttt.ges of the miners, each 
separated bv some several yards from 
the other. That is the main artery of

way, are residences, detached houses and 
cottages for the most^part. 

1 Today is tho day in Jiis mining town 
; on the hill tops. Today tho newspaper 
is given to its readers and they have an 
opportunity to talk over its six columns 
I of pure rendu g matter a.ud 22 columns 
cf "patent inside," and not only does 
I this occur toib y, hut the train arrives 
from Union Lay, eleven miles away, I 
after connecting with the steamer. Train | 
day is a day of days here. At 2:30 when 
the whistle tooted, Cumberland locked 
up its stores and left its houses and bur- | 
ried to the siding where the train backs , 
in. Today tho train brought several 
friends of the dead. There -was George 
Walker, a eonsin of the dead pit-boss of 
No. (J; J. Allison, father of the j-ounger 
Allison, who had been less than four 
hours in the mine employ when ho met 
death, ami a number of Japanese who 
had come from Vancouver and for whoso 
arrival the funeral of Ajldo Oktdane, a 
i Jap helper, was waiting. There came, 
1 too, in the freight, a number of other 
caskets from Nanaimo, the accident hav- 
ing taken all that there were in Cumber- 
land. 

Although the greater crowd went down 
to meet the train at its siding, some five 
hundred yards above the silent hoisting 
gear of No. pit head, the fire hall, with 
its halfmnsted fins above the little bell 
tower, was another centre of attraction. 
Numbers stoo,! about in the snow in 
front of this extemporised morgue all 
day as the seven bodies brought tip on 
Tuesday were being carried away, one 
by one, to the cemetery, and again to- 
night when more bodies were being car- 
ried in to the boarded platform to be pre- 
pared for burial. Only two trips of tho 
sleigh with its load of dead, were made 
today, but at every hour a la.rse num- 
ber of men were to be seen standing hi 
front of the building. 

At the pit heads as on the other days, 
there were not many people. At No. (1 
there wore hardly any others than those 
engaged in the work of clearing the de- 
bris, and at No. 5 there were not half 
: a dozen others than the workers grouped 
there at one tiaie. At no time has there 
! been any women wringing their bands 
or any scenes of heartrending emotion at 
the pit head, as some have expected. The 
women have borne their great trouble 
.well, all remaining behind the walls of 
! their houses, where friends have kept 
with them to help them bear the grief of 
their bereavement. Some have been in- 
i deed, sonMy stricken. The family of 
I Wm, Walker, a councillor, elder and a 
much respected citizen of Cumberland. 
I who, with his two sons hn.ve lost their 
.lives, leaves a wife and four daughters 
: behind with all their breadwinners cut 
I off at one sweep. John Whyte, who was 
the first to break a family of twelve, 
; leaves also a. wife and four children at 
; Cumberland. living in one of .hose white- 
I painted cabins above the Union hotel. 
I Bardlsoni, one of the Italians, Luigi Sim- 
! ondl, Carlo Bona and Antonio Maffado, 
all leave wives behind here while Cros- 
etti. tho other dead Italian, has a family 
in Italy. 

Perhn.ps the most pathetic case of all is 
that of Mrs. Sneddon, widow of Wm. 
Sneddon. She is left with five children, 
another having just died, and Snedden 
was to have left the mine on the morning 
of the explosion on this account. With 
the latter tolling him of his child's death 
this unfortunate man received a letter 
from his wife telling him that both she 
and all the children were ill and in abso- 
lute want, they having no money to get 
food and their grocer at South Welling- 
ton having refused to cive them sup- 
plies without the cash. When these facts 
were learned the relief committee here 
wired Mayor Manson of Nanaimo. to 
take steps for the Immediate relief of 
Halliday. Fleck. Munro and Smith. All 
left fnmilfpfl, but not at Cumberland. 
Ceorge Tttrnbull. the dead timborman, 
j leaves a widow, tho daughter of TI. Mc- 
| Arthur of Cumberland, to whom ho lied 
been married only a year? and Mrs. Turn- 
| bull, when her husband lust his lit'.', was 
looking forward to having a son. 

Robert Steele, the dead eager at the 
bottom of No. li. who was heard to 
give a signal just before tho mine "went 
up," was ft strong Orangeman. and 
many Victorians will remember him as 
the man who beat the monster drum on 
the last Twelfth of July celebration 
there. He and another miner, ;i fellow- 
Orangeman, from Ireland, imported the 
great drums, six feet in diameter, and 
with these they/nade finite a din ^vhon- 
ever the dnv came to celebrate "the But- 
tle of tho Boyne." 

* * * 

Steele's will be the Inst body found, 
with the exception of that of Pit Boss 
Walker, for they were further nwoy 
from No. ;*>, from whicu tho work of re- 
covery is being carried on. No. 5 shaft 
is a full milo away from the main street 
of Cumberland, away over :i slightly 
winding road, stretching through the 
fir trees past Mr. F. D. Little's house 
to the shaft. Oft this road is tho track 
and football field, where in the summer 
time the races and sports am held and 
tho Scotsmen play football, and about 
here it is that down, in the bowels of 
the earth below, the two mines connect. 
No. 4 shaft is in ahother direction, two 
miles further up. This mine employs 
the greatest number of men — five hun- 
dred when running full, in two shifts— 
and turns out 1,200 tons a day, a much 
greater output than five or six mines. 

* * * 

At the pit head of No. 5 is where the 
most action in connection with the ac- 
cident has occurred. Since the mouth 
was unsealed on Sunday, work has been 
carried on unceasingly by the most ox- 
pert mine men on A'ancouver Island. 

Through the courtesy of Manager 
Mathews, tho Colonist reporter was giv- 
en permission to make a descent into 
No. 5, and with overhauls and sou'-west- 
er and with an inspected David Derby 
safety lamp in hand, he got on bonrd the 
cage with the manager. Tho signal was 
given and down shot the cage into the 
dark shaft to where 000 odd feet below 
the lower level, with its double track 
and little curs, was reached. The capo 
has safety clutches on its side, which in 
case the "wire hawser broke would fast- 
en themselves into the guide-posts and 
hold fast until a new rope was attach- 
ed to hoist it Tipwiwrd. and thus release 
the clasps. Below in the darkened tun- 
nel were the minors loading the ears by 
tho light of their little lamps to carry 
on t±2 brattice work. Leaving them, the 



reporter and his guide pushed on be- 
neath tho roof of coal, with its jugged 
sides, beading their backs to a.void the 
timbers, whioi were hero and thero 
ct retched across. Turning from No. 1 
into No. 2 ilieJin') they climbed on, ex- 
amining tho cedar stoppings en route 
to see if the volume of nir being driven 
into the mine to force hack the gas and 
afterdamp, was being lost in any of 
these places, and stopping to repair all 
leaks. On past the levels of the miners 
and tho stalls and crosscuts from there, 
they pushed on over the uneven ties and 
still dodging the timbers and coal above 
until they had, some thousand yards 
about in, passed where tho double level 
ended and the single level connected 
with No. (3 mine had to be bratticed to 
carry the air along to the body of after- 
damp at the fn.ee, or rather the limit 
which the brattice bad reached. To 
brattice the level is to partition it with 
a mid-wall of smooth boards with straw 
jammed tight in any possible hole and 
along the reverse side of this brattice 
tho air was carried and forced against 
the wall of afterdamp which blocked 
the miners' progress, and then after its 
buffet against the gas and damp the air 
swings back with into the face of tho 
workers on the other side of tho .brat- 
tice a;id returns. 

About a ynrd from the end of the brat- 
tice tho workers encounter the gas and 
firedamp and the greater precaution is 
now necessary since the explosion filled 
the mine with this gaseous matter. A 
defective lamp placed in contact with 
this gas would cause an explosion 
which would be equally, of not more dis- 
astrous than tlio other one. To this wall 
of gas and damp tho couple wont, and 
then after getting a "wee sniff" of the 
afterdamp which lingered about him for 
the remainder of the day, tho reporter 
returned. Since that visit the brattice 
was carried seventy yards further along 
and there tho first body was found.

To-dny one- 
fifth the number could be mustered. Ev 
erybody knows the reason of this falling 
off. The tailors themselves take the 
matter philosophically. Yet they would 
improve their conditions if they knew 
how. It has been suggested that they or- 
ganize themselves and make a collective 
effort. In event of such a move what 
might he expected? Directly, they should 
secure the patronag-o of a large percent- 
age of organized labor, likewise the pat- 
ronage of flic sympathetic element, not 
by any means r, small number. Indirect- 
ly such an organization would be the 
means of enlightening the public on somo 
of the tricks of Chinese. For instance, 
such its labelling goods manufactured in 
Chinatown as "white labor;" also in 
disabusing the public mind of the impres- 
sion that white tailors send their orders 
to Chinese and tax the customer white 
labor prices. In thir respect the use of 
the union label would cut a conspicuous 
figure. There is a dozen and one ways 
that good might come from concerted 
action. So far as the employing tailors 
are concerned such a step should be en- 
couraged. Under present conditions no 
tailor is amassing a fortune and any 
movement conducive of increasing trade 
would be in the interest of employer as 
well as employee.

Iron moulders, last week, accepted 
2 1-2 per cent reduction, while the aver- 
ago reduction of wages throughout the 
iron trade has amounted to 7 1-2 per cent 
since January 1. The Scotch coal trade 
Conciliation Board asks a 25 per cent re- 
duction in miners' wages, or a restora- 
tion of the wage basis of 18SS. Tho min- 
ers have not as yet decided to accept the 
reduction.

Mr. Pete Currnn, one of the fraternal 
delegates to the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, held in Louis- 
ville., Ky., several months a,go has sub- 
mitted a brief sketch of his trip to Rey- 
nolds Newspaper, in which Mr, Currnn 
says in part: 

"America, is no paradise for the work- 
er. True, h.0 lives a standard ih/gher than 
his brother in the Old Country, but he 
is called upon to expend more energy 
and exe.-nte moro work. The tax upon 
his mental atid physical resources robs 
him of the value of tho high rate of 
wages compared with other countries. If 
wages were generally measured by the 
amount produced instead of by time ex- 
pended, it would be a serious question 
whether the American worker Teeeives a 
higher rate of wages than the B:itish. It 
is a well known fact that while the 
wages are higher and the manufacturers' 
returns larger yet they are dumping com- 
modities in our market much cheaper 
tii-.:: can be turned out by home manufac- 
ture. This, of course, is due to the ob- 
noxious system of 'rushing' and the util- 
izing of improved mecha.nical appliances 
for all they are worth. House accommo- 
dation and household requirements are 
dearer in America than in England. This 
again, tends to cut down the difference 
betweea the rates of wages in the two 
countries. Tho trade union movement 
is growing, but yet there is not more than 
one-tenth of the American workers or- 
ganized, and thoy have even greater dif- 
ficulties to encounter than we have here. 
Tiio cosmopolitan character of the Ameri- 
can population is one great drawback to 
organization. Every race has its own 
prejudices, and view the problem of life 
from their own standpoint. 

"The Trade Unionists of America at 
present have no more effective weapon 
than the 'Union label'— that is, calling 
upon all Union employers to label their 
commodities, thus giving an opportunity 
to all sympathizers to purchase Union- 
made articles and to boycott Henb firms, 
in a great many cases this brings about 
good results and might be copied with ad- 
vantage to the British Trade Union 
movement. 

' Tn connection with the political insti- 
tutions of Arricrica, there can only be 
one opinion— that is, thai they are 'even 
more corrupt than our own, notwith- 
standing the fnct that the people have 
the sovereign right to vote. The custom 
has been up till now to dispose of that 
sacred privilege like any other market- 
able ware. 

'The one great lesson to bo gained by 
trip to the United States is that, one eas- 
ily realizes that a change from Monarchy 
to Republicanism is no solution of the 
social problem. However, things march 
at a more rapid pace over there than <JtPy 
do here and it is just possible that tho cor- 
rupt political system and the tyrannical 
industrial system which obtains to-day 
may work out their own destruction soon- 
er than some people anticipate."

that respect. He must be even tempered 
or he cannot unite, for their benefit, the 
many kinds of hot-heads that make un 
humanity. He must be "one of tho boys'' 
in order to get acquainted with them, but 
he must be temperate to hold their re- 
spect. He must be at the beck and call 
of every Tom, Dick and Harry at any 
hour of the day or night, but. must not 
kick if anybody fails to keep appoint- 
ments. He must be the recipient of ev- 
erybody's tale of woe, but must never 
have "troubles of his own." ITe must 
have a thousand-dollar appearance on a 
twenty-dollar salary. He must quit, n 
five-dolla.r a day job to live on promises 
to pay from "headquarters." But his re- 
ward is sure. Glory will be handed out 
to him in great big hunks. Daily papers 
will call him "labor leader" and politic- 
ians refer to him as "n man of influence;" 
envious unionists will labor him "fakir," 
and corporation lawyers recognize him 
n "agitator." After years of faith- 
ful service he finds. himself "full of hon- 
ors," tho men he has organized enjoying 
prosperity, and his family willing to have 
him go to work at his trade. Yea. veri- 
ly, the life of an organizer is a happy 
one,"

Different, she is truin 
ner comrades, betraying tlie nni.rk of 
sadly fallen fortunes through an innate 
refinement and gentleness quite at var- 
iance with the rustic crudity of her co- 
workers of the dairy. Toss is al girl 
strangely innocent, simple-minded, with- 
out vanity or coquetry, absolutely uu- 
seiUsli, perfectly x >ui "e. To think aught 
else of her is utterly opposed to the con- 
ception of .Mr. Hardy. All Toss's soul 
is bound up in love for her little brotuer 
aud sister, and her misfortunes are never 
of her own seekiug. The tenderness and 
infinite pity of her nature are superbly 
revealed iu the book when Tcss, alter 
that terrible nigl.t in the woods, finds her- 
self surrounded at the daw n by so many 
tiny wounded birds that have sought ref- 
uge from the cruel huntsman. Their 
pain is more than she can bear — it is to 
ner as real as though it were a part of 
her own anguish — and, summoning all 
her courage, she kills Uie little sufferers, 
one after the other, to end their misery. 
And then when she has taken the lite 
of Alec, she sobs, "How could 1 do it'/ 
I who never harmed a fly?" The charge 
of cynicism has been brought against 
Hardy for his treatment of Toss, but he 
has been sadly misunderstood. There is 
no woman character in the eyhole lunge 
of the drama, or of literature, n»oi'" in- 
nocent, more pure than that of 'less. 
Here is a being marked out for misery, 
tragic, hopeless. Every sorrow that 
could come to woman is crowded into 
her short life, even before she has emerg- 
ed from girlhood. Her patience and her 
long suffering suggest a, fineness and a 
sweetness almost divine. But the play 
is no gloomy. There is much in it of sun- 
shine and rustic beauty, the brighter side 
being carefully illustrated to avoid the 
gloom that might otherwise overshadow.

The Louisiana conference of tho Af- 
rican Methodist Church has taken steps 
to Stop the attempts of the negroes of 
the south to get rid of their black faces 
and kinky hair. Besides reprehending the 
conduct of negroes who seek to bleach 
their faces nnd straighten their hair the 
conference voted that its members should 
not subscribe for any negro paper that 
Frank Gilnioro ' P 11D 'ts' 1(> * advertisements of face bleaches 
D'Urberville ~* '"' ni " 1 ' straighteners. The church or-

The action was taken because of tho 
grenit increase in the sales of such ar- 
ticles this year. On account of the high 
price of cotton the negroes generally have 
moro money than ever before and they 
are spending it for luxuries, which in- 
clude perfumes, hair washes and face 
bleaches. Tlie sale of perfumes in the 
Southwest hits increased nearly fourfold 
over last year. The perfumes _ most in 
demand are musk and patchouli, for the 
negro likes a strong perfume and will not 
touch violet or similar mild articles. 

Almost equally in demnnd- with these 
perfumes are the fa/;e bleaches and the 
various antikink remedies. There are 
several score of these quack medicines, 
the main constituent of which is some 
strong acid. The result, so the leading 
ministers at the conference declared, 
has been to render thousands of young 
negroes prematurely bald, their hnJr be- 
ing burned oft by the autikink acids. As

against the hair nostrums and face 
bleaches, and each Louisiana African 
Methodist preacher will warn his con- 
gregation against them. 

The Rev. Mr. Williard thought that 
these anti-kink advertisements were an 
insult to the negro race. Bishop Smith 
took the religious side of the matter. 

"God knew what he was about when 
He made you," he said, "and if he want- 
ed you to have hair like white folks, He 
would have made it so; and if He want- 
ed your skin to be like that of the white 
folks, He would have bleached it Him- 
self. You need not attempt to improve 
on your architecture. God made you, 
and you must work out your future in 
this country, as He made you. Build up 
character, be true to yourself. You will 
not be able to get away from your race. 
Negro manhood is what is needed to-day. 

Bishop Smith also attacked the nos- 
trums to destroy odors and the perfumes 
to conceal them. "Use soap, water and 
towels," the Bishop said. "The negro 
who believes that any of these quack 
medicines or anything else but soap and 
water will keep down"bad odors, is guilty 
of an absurd mistake, as he will find out: 
later. Keep your character white. Im- 
prove on it and you will do your whole 
duty." 

There is no doubt that the conference 
is in earnest. How much it can accom- 
plish in stamping out this racial vanity 
remains to be seen, but it has been very 
successful iu most of its crusades. 



"What has probably helped the sale of 
anti-kink washes in the absence of this 
kinking among a large proportion of the 
Louisiana negroes. Those, whose famil- 
ies date back to French and Spanish 
days, rarely have the kinky hair of the 
Atlantic negroes. The reason is well 
known to students of Louisiana history. 

In the earlier days the French and 
Spanish enslaved both negroes and In- 
dians, and on many of the plantations 
around New Orleans the Indians consti- 
tuted one-fourth of the slave population. 
The Indians have completely disappeared 
through intermarriage in these quarters, 
but the Indian. blood in Louisiana is well 
shown in the tendency to the straight 
hair of the aborigines. Many negroes 
are dark as tho native Africans nnd with', 
marked negro features yet retain the: 
straight hair of the Indiadi. 

It is not to be wondered at that many 
of the more ignorant negroes should be- 
lieve that tho straight hair is due to 
some remedy or treatment applied to the 
hair, and should experiment with the 
various nostrums offered them for get- 
ting the kinks outof their hair.

the primitive, natural style of orange 
meat can seldom be closely followed in 
the majority of places that are to be im- 
proved. Natural arrangements may be 
studied, and tin planning our compara- 
tively restricted garden plats, the lessons 
gained may be inodiiicd to meet the 
wants of every case. Just so fax as our 
improved plants and flowers are mora or- 
' namental than the parental wild forms, 
so do we possess more and richer mater- 
ial for creating garden effects, than is 
seen in nature. We may aim m orna- 
mental gardening to exhibit nature ideal- 
ized, rather than nature real, the fun- 
damental difference between natural 
landscapes and made gardens, is, that in 
'the former only natural materials exist, 
while in the latter much that is artificial, 
bouses, walks, streets, etc., enters m, as 
-n rule, exerting a strong influence on 
effects. It is important to observe that 
the nearer the materials used for making 
ornamental gardens are to their natural 
conditions, the more freely may they l>e 
■used. A town lot, for example, might 
bo -unadorned, except with grass and 
not look distasteful, but if we plant ev- 
ery foot 'solid with the brightest art-im- 
proved flowers, the "effect" wcild then 
be shocking. Use a large proportion of 
grass— becuiwe it is a material near the 
natural condition and a few improved 
flowers— because they are more or less 
distantly removed from their primitive 
forms by culture, aud both are better for 
these proportions. In the same class with 
grass' aro trees, shrubs, wild flowers, 
rocks, and water, nnd these, when not 
in a general way inappropriate, and ar- 
ranged naturally, may be used almost 
without limit as major features of adorn- 
ment in landscape gardening. But ar- 
range trees and shrubs formally, or clip 
them into unnatural shapes, or make 
geometrical beds of improved flowers, or 
artificial terraces, walks and drives, or 
bring statuary, fountains and the like 
into gardens, and it must as a rule be on 
« moderate scale or bad effects result. 
Such productions in gardening, like jew- 
els in dress, must be used with discre- 
tion and nave an appropriate setting, or 
their power to gratify is weakened. But 
a garden may be so essentially artificial, 
owing to smallness, or the proximity of 
largo buildings, etc., that an artificial 
style of embellishment may fitly prevail 
to a considerable degree, on the principle 
that the introduced garden features are 
yet decidedly subordinate in degree to 
the general features — in such a case 
stronglv artificial. Thus urns and boxes 
filled with tho brightest flowers may bo 
used in roof, portico or window garden- 
ing, to a degree that would be utterly out 
of place in the same proportions in gen- 
eral gardening. Srf, too, conspicuous ter- 
races and slopes are in better taste in 
close conjunction with buildings— espec- 
ially large ones, than in the midst of a 
garden not naturally very undulating. 
In natural landscapes it is the variety af- 
forded by woodland, meadow, mountain 
and water, the light and shade in trees 
and plants, the sunshine and shadow, the 
cheerfulness in forms, foliage and flow- 
era, the sparkling of water, the sound of 
rills, nnd other of nature's attractions 
that charm us. Then in such a distribu- 
tion of these, as to render no two scenes 
alike, we find great delight for our na- 
tural love of variety. This should lead 
us to aim in gardening at introducing 
(first, the .peculiar natural and other 
beauty each garden can best support in 
good variety. Secondly, to. act_on na- 



that will keep soil for any prolonged per- 
iod in a healthy mechanical condition, in 
tho absence of a judicious system of ro- 
tation. 

The benefits of rotation are many. 
Rotation prolonges the producing power 
of the land. It means diversity, which 
is always a safer system of farming than 
tho growing of one crop. When all is 
staked on one crop and that totally fails, 
then all is lost for the season. Diversity 
in crop production also leads eventually 
to the growing of stock to consume the 
coarse products grown on the farm, and 
tins means a long stride in the direction 
of the conservation of the fertility of the 
soil. Rotation hinders the multiplication 
of weeds and insects. There is no form 
of weeds that over grew on tillnblo land, 
and no form of insect that ever proved 
upon crops, that cannot be fought in this 
war, They may not be fought to a fin- 
ish, but they can be kept reasonably at 
bay. 

Rotation so diversifies the work of the 
farm that the farmer is not so pressed 
with work at some seasons that, he can- 
not properly save his crops. Nor has he 
so little to do at other seasons that he has 
nothing to. do but wrangle over politics 
tho whole winter, when he ought to be 
fattening steers at homo or producing 
milk for the dairy. Rotation helps to 
maintain a proper mechanical condition 
of the soil; that is. it heliw to keep it in 
that condition which will make it easy 
of tillage, give increased power to hold 
moisture and thus render it far more pro- 
ductive. The most important feature of 
all rotation^ is the grass crop. The aim 
should be to introduce this crop into the 
'rotation as often as possible. When this 
cannot bo done, let some other crop the 
equivalent of grass, take its place. Due 
attention to this matter alone would rev- 
olutionize farming in the Northwest. 

It is not possible to give rotations that 
will have equal adaptation for all soils, 
or oven for localities, with soils similar 
but where the climatic conditions differ 
materially. Far better it is to give prin- 
ciples that should govern rotations, and 
which must be fitted according to the na- 
ture of tho eonilithr.s. Aim to make the 
rotations as short and free from com- 
plications as possible. Some three-yen r> 
rotations, such as cloveiv corn and grain, 
are unexcelled. Make rotations short 
and simple. Always aim to apply the 
farmyard manure on the pasture crop 
tho previous winter, or on the pasture 
some time in the season before it is brok- 
en up. Always try to have the pasture 
crop followed by some grass feeding 
plant, as corn, field roots or potatoes. 
Sugar beets should not be included. Al- 
ways try to follow the cultivated crop 
with some kind of small grain, as the soil 
is then kept clean, rich, in good tilth and 
moist. Put in the grain crop by simply 
pulverizing the soil without plowing. 
Sow grass and clover seed on the grain 
crop. Never summer-fallow land without 
burying at least two green crops in the 
soil to enrich the land, to add to its 
store of humus and thus to increase its 
power to hold moisture. 

Some short rotations: Follow clover 
with corn and corn. 1 witli any kind of 
small grain that may be desired; of 
course this rotation cannot be followed 
whore clover will not thrive. Grass in 
meadow and pasture, folowed by corn 
and then two crops of grain in succession 
is a good five years' rotation. Pasture, 
corn, grain two or three times; this rottt-

Individual character and positive quali- 
ties aro as desirable in gardens as in ar- 
chitecture. In the garden, these chiefly 
depend on the shape of surface, the na- 
tural lay of the land, outlines, size and

and abrupt in character, naturally, and 
will bear cultivation and a toning down 
of some of the projections. Others pos- 
sess grace of outlines, and an air of pol- 
ish that will need little improving. Again 
some lands are tamo, flat, and spiritless, 
and require all the gardener's art to ren- 
der them pleasing. 

Outside influences, such ns the sea, 
trees, buildings, etc.,, in sight, which af- 
fect the character of a place, are in a 
sense, subject to control, as respects giv- 
ing them a setting, so to speak, by open- 
ing vistas towards them between planta- 
tions as viewed from the interior, or 
shutting them out of view entirely. Or- 
der nnd simplicity are the chief elements 
of all true beauty, and in nothing will or- 
der and simplieitv count for more than 
when using garden making materials 
with a view to creating beautiful effects 
about our homes and grounds. Through 
n desire for display, one is liable to over- 
do, by bringing too many objects into 
the garden and scattering them unduly. 
A garden, or the parts of a garden, may 
bo essentially simple in design and elabor- 
ate in detail. 

Nothing is more desirable to secure iri 
a garden than an air of breadth and re- 
pose, such as nature often reveals in her 
.attractive landscapes. This can bo done 
by keeping conspicuous areas clear id 
their centres, excepting grass, and skirt- 
ing" them, about with masses of woody 
and other growths. Natural landscapes 
usually suggest, tho idea of unlimited ex- 
tent beyond what the eye sees at any 
TK>iht. The same effect it is quite possi- 
ble to secure in our gardens, by arrang- 
ing them to sbow ample brea-.iun in parts 
and some extended vir.t/is between the 
farthest limits, and then breaking the 
views along the outlines, by so planting 
thnt there may seem to be large areas 
unseen beyond projecting groups of trees 
or shrubs.

PORTABLE PENS FOR FARROW- 
ING SOWS. 

From Rural New Yorker. 

A friend of mine who annually raises 
a large number of pigs, aud has only a 
limited amount of shedroom has, appar- 
ently, solved the problem of putting 
much in little, or making a little go a 
long way, so far as pig raising is con- 
cerned. His pigshed is in the centre of 
a large yard, and is a long structure 
made of common boards. It is 30 feet 
long, 12 feet wide and six feet high at 
the corners. The ends and north side 
are boarded np tight, while tho south 
side is open. The roof is common 
boards, and has sufficient pif.ch to shed 
rain rapidly. Tho floor is earth, and is 
about six inches higher than the sur- 
rounding level at the sides, and about 
12 inches higher in. the centre. It is 
always kept well bedded with straw, 
and his pigs "roost" here of nights tho 
year around. From the yard surround- 
ing this shed, gates open into two- small 
pastures adjoining. One is sown to rye 
the latter part of August or early in 
September, whenever the soil is in seed- 
ing condition, and soon as it is large 
enough the pigs, big and little, are ad- 
mitted to it an hour or so two to four 
days each week, according to the vigor 
of its growth. As early in the spring 
as the soil is firm enough they are given 
an hour on it each day until it begins 
to oint, when they run on it at will. 
The other pasture is plowed each spring 
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machine can be made to do Its work in 
which some of the important parts ore

at a time when the soil will pulverize 
nicely, and sown' with a mixture of rye, 
oats, corn. and sorghum. This is allowed 
to getcn gobd height before the pigs arb let 
in. Then they are given half un hour to 
an hour each day. He manages this by 
letting the pigs in when he comes in 



from die field in the evening, and then 
bringing them out after the chores are 
done and supper over. He was led to 
adopt this plan because his farm is small 
and a clover of Blue-grass pasture for 
his pigs is out of the question. Last 
year he added a quarter of an acre of 
sweet corn to his supply of greeu feed, 
drilling it rather thickly in rows along- 
side of the pasture, where it was handy 
to draw over the fence. He found it 
very useful when pasturage ran short 
during tho dry weather. 

But it is in the management of his 
breeding sows that he displays hi-3 gen- 
ius. As I said, he has only one stied for 
his herd, and instead of dividing this 
at great expense, into 6iuall and incon- 
venient pens, he has made a number of 
portable pens, Cx8 feet square and four 
feet high, which ho can quickly set up 
or take down as may bo required. These 
pens aro made of common six-inch fence 
boards. Thoso of the end panels, six 
feet long, are securely nailed to the edge 
of 2xl-inch 6tuddiug for feet long. See 
diagram 1. The boards of the side pan- 
els, eight feet long, are nailed to pieces 
of fencing four feet long. See diagram 
2. Wiien the pens are set up the corners 
aro securely fastened together with two 
3-8-inch bolts, five inches Jong, which 
pass through the uprights and ends of the 
lower and third boards of the side panels, 
and the 2x4 studding of the end panels 
as shown. This holds them secure. Two 
or three days before a sow is due to far- 
row she is coaxed under the shed, nnd 
one of u.e pens popped over her. She is 
given a little short straw for bedding, and 
two small tight boxes, one for her soft 
feed and tho other for water. Here she 
remains until her pigs are a week or 10 
days old, if the weather is warm, longer 
if cold. Then she is turned out with the 
others, When the sow is turned out the 
bolts are withdrawn and the pen taken 
apart and laid away on tho cross-ties in 
the upper part of the shed. lie has six 
of these little pens, but rarely has more 
than three or four in use nt ono time. 
With the care ho gives them they will 
last a lifetime. For the smaller breeds, 
pens 4x0 are large enough. Tenant 
farmers will find these portable pens very 
useful contrivances, because they can 
easily bo moved from one farm to "anoth- 
er, and set up in any kind of a shed that 
may be found on the premises. My 
friend has been very successful with his 
farrowing sows. When put in the little 
pens they aro amid familiar surroundings 
and make no fuss ,but quietly proceed to 
making a nest and settle down as though 
they had expected this provision to be 
made for them.

MINES MMD MINING 



A Weekly Summary of Events 



SALE OF THE BRITANNIA. 
The Britannia mine now stands an ex- 
cellent chance of paesing into the hands 
of an English company. It appears that 
the Valentine Scott syndicate have kept 
up negotiations for its purchase, which 
shews that J. D. Kcnda!!, Messrs. Be- 
.wicke's and Moreing's expert, -who ex- 
amined the property during the "winter, 
gave a good report on it, and did not, as 
.was said at the time, turn it down. I 
understand that $5,000 has been paid 
down for a 90-day option on the prop- 
erty at $750,000 cash, and that as -well 
as the mine having been reported on, the 
consideration has been raised prior to 
fresh negotiations having been opened 
Tip. As it will require an expenditure of 
at least $30,000 and probably more to 
put the mine on a productive basis, this, 
with the exception of the L/e Itoi's pur- 
chase, is the heaviest investment of Eng- 
lish capital ever made in British Colum- 
bia mines and is among the five largest 
cash transactions in the history of min- 
ing in the province. The only cash trans- 
actions which compare with it are those 
involving the Le Itoi, Centre Star, "War 
Eagle and St. Eugene. I except the 
Payne and the B. C because although 
in those cases there was a very large con- 
sideration, it was in the form of shares 
sold in different blocks upon the market 
ns opportunity presented itself. The 
Valentine Scott syndicate has now paid 
over $15,000 in option money on the 
property. 



ATHABASCA'S RUN. 
The statement of the mill run at the 
Athabasca mine for January is a,s fol- 
lows:

A number of men 
were laid off during this period as the 
ore on hand was sufficient to form a re- 
serve against all contingencies. The 
thaw !>»« replenished the flow of Give 
Out creek which threatened to give out 
during the long cold spell. 

THE HIGHLAND MILL. 

The Highland mill at Ainsworth is 
working satisfactorily. The following is 
the statement issued for the first month's 
operations: 

Period of run, January 18 to February 
15. 

Tons crushed, 1.834. 

Concentrates, 235 tons. 

The total amount was shipped to the 
Nelson smelter. The operating period 
was, as will be seen, two daya short of 
a month which some what reduced the 
aggregate production. The new concen- 
trator is running smoothly, ami has prov- 
ed to be a first, class plant. 



SULLIVAN SHIPMENTS. 
Daring January the Sullivan mine 
shinned 1.371 tons of ore and 270 tons 
during the week ending February 9th. 
Meanwhile the North Star has recom- 
menced making steady shipments, the 
tramway at the mine doing good work. 
With the resumption of shipments from 
the North Staff the most serious results 
of the railway and smelting situation 
may be said to have passed away. It 
was the only largo property still vitally 
affected a week ago. 



MOST MISLEADING NEWS. 

The Mining and Scientific Press of 
San Francisco is usually well informed 
but the following paragraph has been 
written under a misapprehension: 

"Thus far there has been no combina- 
tion of all Pacific coast smelting Inter- 
ests. A British 'Columbia report, which' 
appearc to be confirmed by private nd- 
rrices, is to the effect that four smeltera 
of that province have combined under 
the name of the Granby Con. S. & M. 
Co., Ltd.; capital stock, $15,000,000. In 
the absence of details it is to be assumed 
that the same idea actuates the forma- 
tion that previously suggested similar 
combination in Utah, Coloradn and Kan- 
sas, viz: centralization of interests and 
economy of operation." 

The combination in question is a con- 
solidation in oi/e company of three mines 
and one smelter which have all nlohg 
been owned by the same people.

It only requires time, capital and patient 
labor to produce in this part of the coun- 
try some of the greatest mines in the 
world. With good roads and unlimited 
water power the possibilities of them arc 
almost boundless." 

Mr. Wnterlow, who is a member of the 
firm of King's Printers of tha.t name, is 
a man of very great wealth. He was re- 
garded as one of the rising men in Eng- 
land as a young man (lie is only in early 
middle life now), when a severe illness 
almost totallv destroyed his sense of 
hearing and closed the doors of a public 
career to him. He is one of British Col- 
umbia's strongest and most enthusiastic 
and most influential friends in the Old 
Country. 



GRANITE MILE RUN. 

The report from the Granite mill fof 
the January run is as follows: 

Tons crushed, 700.7; bullion recovered, 
43S ounces; concentrates, 34 1-4 tons; 
gross values. $8,500; percentage of ex- 
traction, S5.2. A special feature in con- 
nection with the Granite mill is the high 
percentage of values recovered as evi- 
denced by the monthly statement issued. 
The figures are exceptionally high, and 
a constant high average is maintained. 
The recent shortage of water in the 
creeks supplying the mill 'is not as serious 
now. The entire battery of twenty 
stamps is now in operation and it is ex- 
pected that no further difficulty will be 
encountered. The compressor is not run- 
ning full snood as yet. but this will be 
remedied shortly. — Nelson Miner. 

ON ITS FEET AGAIN. 
Last week I noted the unexpected shut 
down of the Molly Gibson. It is now 
reported that arrangements have been 
completed whereby the arrears of wages 
due the miners will be paid immediately. 
The company has decided to erect a con- 
centrator on the property in the spring, 
as soon as the snow will permit. The 
necessary fluids for this work have al- 
ready been practically provided for. 

MINES OF THE B, C. COAST. 
Tho following resume of progress 
among the coast mines is taken from 
the Vancouver correspondence of the 
Spokesman-lie view of Spokane: 

The mining interests of the British Col- 
umbia coast have come into a prominence 
tins year much greater, probably, than 
during any other season since the first 
discovery stakes for gold properties were 
located on Texada Island 12 or 15 years 
ago. The various deals projected for the 
Britannia and the progress of the Van 
Anda and other properties have brought 
coast properties to the front. 

The smaller properties have not been 
idle. All along the coast, from .Tervis 
Inlet, and even further north, new claims 
are being opened up, and deaJs made for 
various properties. 

At Jervis Inlet the placer diggings of a 
couple of yea.rs ago have given place to 
successful quartz propositions, and at 
Albert Bay and other northern points 
new -companies have stn.rted operations. 
Several American syndicates have be- 
come interested in Gribbel island, 400 
miles from Vancouver, and about 35 men 
in all are nt work there. There is a 
main copper lead eight feet wide running 
across the island, and besides there are 
smaller rich veins. Several shipments 
have been made to the Tacoma smelter 
to thoroughly test the ore. 

Around Shoal Bay the properties have 
been comparatively quiet this vcar. The 
closing down of tho Dorotha Morton and 
the properties held by the Fairfield syn- 
dicate has caused operations to partially 
cease in this section, although a new 
company is arranging to take up the Dor- 
otha^ Morton, Alexandria group and other 
adjoining properties, with San Francisco 
capital at its back. The properties in 
this section, as indeed all along the const 
are essentially copper, with a small per- 
centage of gold and a trace of silver, 
-the majority of the coast mines send 
their product to the Van Anda smelter. 

On the west side of Texada island 
company controlled the Union Iron 
works of San Francisco, is working the 
old iron mine that has been in operation 
at various periods during the last 10 
years. There are several other well 



known properties on the west side of 
the island, employing from 12 to 20 men 
apiece, and doing a good deal of devel- 
opment work. They are mostly owned 
by Americans, who, by the way, control 
tho majority of the mining properties of 
Texada island. On the Van Anda side 
the largest property is tho Marble Bay, 
owned by J. .7. Palmer's company. This 
has been a largo source of supply to the 
smelter nt Texada, and the lime busi- 
ness lately inaugurated is proving a de- 
cided success. 

The Britannia has easily been the cen- 
tral property of coast mining during the 
year. Several successive options have 
been given on this immense property, 
but as yet none of thenj have been suc- 
cessfully completed, although n matter 
of $50,000 in all chnnged hands in de- 
posit moneys. Half a dozen of the most 
experienced mining experts in the coun- 
try hnve examined tho mine over and 
over again, and there is but one report- 
that it contains tho largest body of low 
grade ore yet found nnywhere on the 
coast. Tho supply of ore is practically 
unlimited and tho development so far 
shows that it is good to the depth at- 
tained. 



LARDEAU'S BANNER MINE. 
The Nettie L. group, which is situated 
near the town of Ferguson, is probably 
being developed with more activity than 
any mine in the Lardeau. About 000 
tons of high grade ore have already this 
season been removed from this property. 
Before the winter hns ended it is expect- 
ed that another 400 tons will be taken 
out. This will make in all over 1,000 
tons. About 200 tons hnve been sent to 
the smelter and the rest is being stored 
at the mine. No shipments are being 
made at present, as the creeks and rivers 
have been frozen up and transportation 
has been stopped. About thirty men are 
engaged on the property, and they are 
removing from the workings fifteen tons 
per dny. At present development work- 
is being done, but stoping will be started 
in the near future. It is expected that 
before long the force will be increased. 
Things are looking so well nt this mine 
that the company is contemplating the 
erection of a concentrator in tho spring. 
— Nelson Tribune.

The Chapleau mine and mil] on Spring- 
er creek in the Slocan hnve been closed 
down. The mill did not save the values 
in the ore. It is said that the mine has 
plenty of ore in sight. 

STRIKE ON THE RED LINE 
GROUP. 

, It is reported that an important strike 
[has been made on the Iron Cap, one of 
the McDonald Mines Group, formerly 
known an title Red Line g-oup, and situ- 
ated in the Windermere district in East 
Kootenay. The difficulties between the 
owners and bondholders of this group 
had a most depressing effect on the de- 
velopment of the section in which it is 
located. Tin? property having now been 
proved at depth by means of a 400-fonr 
crosscut tunnel, renewed interest in this 
district on the part of outside capital 
is to be expected. 



IMPROVEMENTS AT LE ROT. 
Tho new system of operation is now 
ready to start up nt. the Le Roi mine. 
The vast pile of machinery which has 
been put into place (luring the past 12 
months will shortly commence to work 
together so that an enormous reduction 
will bo caused in the tost of mining. 
Mining and development together will in 
future, just as soon ns the system has 
come into general working order all over 
the mine, not cost more than. $3.25 per 
ton. This is. of course, speaking of the 
mine in ordinary condition ami not 
where the development has been allowed 
to run behind from one cause or anoth- 
er. As ■this state of things is not the 
case upon the Le Roi it may therefore 
be neglected ns a factor of cost. But to 
obtain this result there has had to be 
expended a. vast sum of money which will 
not, taking the necessary enlargement of 
the smelter into consideration, fall far 
short of a hnlf million dollars. Up to the 
mine having been taken charge of by the 
present general manager the develop- 
ment nnd mnchinery were so calculated 
as to provide for a much lower output 
than will be tho case under the new nr- 
r« moments. 

The scheme is far-reaching nnd com- 
prehensive in its details. It <mny be 
summed up shortly as a, method by which 
the ore from the time it leaves the floor 
of the stope from which it is extracted 
until the time it is delivered into the bins 
at the smelter it hns only to be handled 
once. — Rostuiind 'Miner. 



MOTHER LODE SMELTER 
BLOWN IN. 

Tho past week has witnessed the blow- 
ing in of the Mother Lode smelter at An- 
aconda. One thousand tons of ore a 
day is now being mined and treated in 
the Boundary country to keep its two 
smelters going. Tho following description 
of the smelter is taken from the Nelson 
Miner: 

The inauguration of a new epoch is 
seen in the history of the British Colum- 
bia Smelting «nd Mother Lode Mining 
companies, the biggest corporation oper- 
ating in the Greenwood camp, and among 
the most prominent industrial concerns 
in the province. It is anounced that the 
furna.ee at the B. O. smelter will be 
blown in today, and the event thus con- 
summated will be chronicled in the his- 
tory of the Boundary country as a land 
mark in the progress of the mining in- 
dustry. In this connection it is of far 
more tnnn ordinary interest to review the 
growth of the enterprise which has now 
assumed sueh extensive »<«portions. 

In 1890 the Mother Loi^Plnernl claim 
in Deadwood camp, no* Greenwood, 
was bonded by Colonel John Weir for 
himself and Messrs. F. C. Underwood 
and James F. Tichenor, all of New York 
city, N. Y. In September of that year 
systematic mining under the direction of 
Mr. Frederic Kepper, E. M., who has 
remained in charge of it ever since. In 
the spring of 180S the British Columbia 
Copper Co., Ltd., was organized in New 
York and it at once acquired the Mother 
Lode and several adjoining claims. Mr. 
Kepper was appointed general manager 
for the company and operations were 
continued but upon a larger scale. Since 
then the property has been extensively 
developed until today it is one of the best 
equipped mines in the Boundary district. 

The existence of large bodies of cop- 
per-gold ore in -the mine having been 
proved, the question of its reduction en- 
gaged the attention of tho management 
who decided upon erecting a smelter and 
took steps»to carry this decision into ef- 
fect, with the result that tho company is 
now operating its own reduction works. 
The site of the smelter is at the junction 
of Copper creek with Boundary creek at 
Anaconda, which lies immediately south 
of nnd adjoining the town of Greenwood. 
The location is a most suitable one, both 
as regards its physical conformation, 
which is generally favorable to the re- 
quirements of a gravity system, and dis- 
tance from the company's mines, from 
which the bulk of its ore supply Will 
come. The mine is distant about three 
miles, and its nltitude is about 850 feet 
above that of the smelter, so that there 
will-be no seriousi obstacle to putting in 
an aerial tramway if at any time it be 
found necessary to make such connec- 
tion between mine and smelter. The C.

The conforma- 
tion of the ground also admits of railway 
tracks being run to the smelter at three 
different levels— tho highest above the 
upper ore bins, the middle immediately 
over the lower ore bins and the "yard" 
for ores, fuel nnd fluxes, and the lowest 
to come in from the Columbia & West- 
ern main lino to Midway, this last be- 
low the level of tho furnace for conven- 
ience in shipping the copper matte. The 
average elevation of the smelter site 
above Boundary creek, running below, 
is about 100 feet, so that there is plenty 
of room for a slag dump. Besides pos- 
sessing these' several advantages the site 
is centrally situated for the Teceipt of 
custom ores which will also be treated 
at tho smelter.
